THE SITUATION IN GENERIAL.

week. Tills will be offset by the ar¬ 
rivals of gold from Europe this week. 
The engagements for import are now 
approaching the $30,000,000 mark.

William A. Nash, president of the 
Corn Exchange Bank and member of 
the New York Clearing-house Commit¬ 
tee. said In explanation of to-day's bank 
statement that the clearing-house 
hanks have been taking over the loans 
called by the trust companies and that 
this increased the bank loans. Mr. Nash

"I believe that from now on there 
will be an improvement."* The hoarded 
currency will respond, as It always has.

Banks and trust companies dlstribuL 
ed yesterday $75,000,01X1, representing 
stock, dividends and interesCbn bonds.

. Washington. Nov. 2.—It was iieamed 
here to-day from undoubted sources 
that President Roosevelt is now being 
urged to call an extra session of Con¬ 
gress to deal with the financial situa¬ 
tion. The request comes from and rep¬ 
resents the judgment of the conserva¬ 
tive leaders In the financial world. Who 
have represented the present situation 
as one compelling action of a character 
which will affirmatively eradicate all 
grounds for suspicion of American in¬ 
dustrial methods. 

The President has been assured from 
most reliable sources that there twill be 
no opposition on the part of the great 
industries of the country to the enact¬ 
ment of the necessary laws to carry' out 
his ideas of Federal control to the ex¬ 
tent to which he has expounded in his 
recent public utterances. Those assur¬ 
ances are made at this time to avert 
what has been represented as*the most 
dangerous situation which has^confront¬ 
ed the country during an extended 
historic period—that Is, the seeming 
lack of confidence based on known ir¬ 
regularities In business methods in 
some quarters, and no aure and speedy 
means of separating the good from the 
unsound.

Amendments To Financial Laws. 


To this end. It is suggested that the 
President set Congress to the task first 
of making such amendments to the 
financial laws os will result in the 
maximum of flexibility with the 
minimum of basic change in our sys¬ 
tem. Next and perhaps most In Im¬ 
portance, that the President embody his 
suggestions on corporation control Into 
succinct recommendations for enact¬ 
ment Into law. In this connection the 
President has been directed to what he 
said at Frovincetown, Mass., August 20. 
lost: 

1 believe In a national incorporation 
law for corporations engaged in inter¬ 
state business. I believe, furthermore, 
that the need for action Is most pressing 
ns regards those corporations, which, be¬ 
cause they are common carriers, exercise 
a quasi public function; and they enn be 
completely controlled. In all respects, by 
he Federal Government by the exercise 
the power conferred under the Inter¬ 
state commerce clause, nnd If necessary 
under the poet-road clause of the Consti¬ 
tution. 

The National Government should exor¬ 
cise over them a slmllarisupervislon and 
control to that which i exercises ovW 
national banks. We can do this only bl 
proceeding farther along the lines mark/i 
out by the recent national legislation, 

Almost every, big business concern ‘s 
engaged in Interstate conrmeroe, flpd such 1 
a concern must not- be allowed, try a dex- I 
terous shifting of position, ns Is too often 
the case in the past, to escape thereby | 
nil responsibility, either to State or to 
nation. 

To meet his views the President then 
suggested amendments to the Sherman 
anti-trust law and the addition of a 
criminal clause to the interstate com¬ 
merce regulations. The benefit of hav¬ 
ing Federal legal machinery to detect 
and eradicate unwholesome business 
methods at this time was said to be 
the desirable end to be accomplished. 
This would mean, it is pointed out. a 
practical wiping off of the slate and 
iv starring afresh under business con¬ 
ditions which would have and cnuld 
bear the closest public scrutiny.

Washington. Nov,, 2.—Treasury offi¬ 
cials are agreed that the financial situa¬ 
tion Is distinctly Improved day by day 
and advices from financial centers to¬ 
day were of a very reassuring char¬ 
acter. News of the opening this morn¬ 
ing for business of the banks In Okla¬ 
homa, and New Mexico was received 
with general satisfaction, nnd then* Is 
said to be abundant evidence that the 
fear of more serious conditions is sub¬ 
siding. 

National banks in all parts of the 
country are arranging to increase their 
circulation and the treasury officials 
and clerks are working overtime in the 
effort to keep up with their vastly in¬ 
creased correspondence. 

In the rush of business It Is Impossible 
to obtain only a few of the names of 
the banks that arc perfecting arrange, 
mentg to take out additional bank 
notes.

Nov. 2.—For the first time 
In more than a century of Ohio’s state¬ 
hood. voters this year cost their bal¬ 
lots for municipal and county officers 
only. By the adoption of a constitu¬ 
tional amendment, two years ago." Ihe 
long established custom of voting for 
the Governor and part of the State

; in the even numbered years. Ano her 
j change brought municipal elections 
from the spring to November of the 
odd year. In this way. it was sought 
to separate local and general Issues 
land in large measure that result bus 
b«*on obtained, although discussion of 
national policies has not been elimina¬ 
ted entirely. 

Because of local Influences, there will 
be little of partisan indications In th** 
outcome, but In several ins.amees there 
have been local contests for control be¬ 
tween tha Foraker and Taft Republi¬ 
cans. and In such qases a suggestion 
of Presidential predilection is expect¬ 
ed. 

An issue Is more clearly drawn, how¬ 
ever, In Cincinnati, Cleveland, Colum¬

I appeal to election officers, election 
workers and to nil citizens to support the i 
efforts or your officials In the performance 
of the high trust committed to their j 
charge. 

The effort will be honestly and resolute* { 
ly made so to preserve order that men j 
shall not • feel called upon to right sup¬ 
posed wrongs otherwise than by appeal 
to and rebnnee upon the protection of the [ 
law and of those charged with Its enforce 
ment.

TEL IN CHICAGO. 


Fire In Basement Fills Structure 
With Smoke—Many Rescued 
With Difficulty. 


Chicago. Nov. 2.—More than 300 
guests of the Plaza Hotel, North ave¬ 
nue and Clark mreet. fled from their 
rooms in confusion early to-day when 
fire broke out In the basetnent of the 
hostelry'. The building was quickly fill¬ 
ed with smoke and many of the guests 
had difficulty In reaching the street. 
About 100 men and women fled down 
the first floor from where they were 
assisted by firemen. The fire, which 
started In the laundry, spread rapidly 
and a few minutes after the alarm was 
sounded the entire building was Ailed 
with smoke. 

The hotel 1 b eight stories high and 
has accommodations for about 1,200 
persons. In the place at the time were 
500 persons. The guests, most of them 
thinly clad, sought refuge in stores 
nearby. Some of them had been slight¬ 
ly affected by the smoke. About forty 
women, becoming exhausted, were car- 


rled down ladders and fire escapes by 
firemen. > 

Arthur Hart, the night clerk, and two 
bell boys, who nearly IorI their lives In 
warning the guests of their danger, as¬ 
sisted many in reaching the street. 
When the firemen reached the building 
the fire escapes were crowded with 
frightened men and women. Some of 
them Jumped from tho second floor 
landings without waiting to be taken 
down. Several were severely bruised. 
Mrs. N. E. 8tanger, the housekeeper, 
was overcome with smoke while warn¬ 
ing tho guests and had to be carried 
out. 

Attorney William Wise, who with his 
wife and elght-ycur-old daughter oc¬ 
cupied rooms on the fourth floor, be¬ 
came separated from them in the con¬ 
fusion. The attorney w os nearly over¬ 
come by smoke w*hlle looking for them. 
The child. Buffering from smoke, was 
found, partly exhausted, on the third 
floor and was carried out by firemen. 
Mrs. Wise also reached the street safe- 
ly. 

More than 150 rescues were made by 
policemen and firemen. There were 
severe minor Injuries, but no fatalities 
or serious accidents. 

The fire was soon extinguished. Tho 
property loss amounted to only about 
$500. 

TWO NEGROES ARE 

LYNCHED IN ALABAMA. 


One Murdered n Cuban and Other 
Protected Him From Capture 
By the Officers. 


Mobile, Ala., Nov. 2.—Abe Sumroll 
and Hank Lucas, negroes, were lynched 
some time this morning at Vinegar 
Bend. Ala. near here. Sumroll mur¬ 
dered Julio Boftz. a young Cuban, on 
Monday night last while he was trying 
to arrest him for burglary. Lucas' 
crime wwis the protecting of Sumroll 
from officers of the law* nnd a posse of 
cltrsens. 

The bodies were found hanging to 
flegraph poles north of town by early 
iscrs. SumroU's body was a mile aw ay 
from that of Lucas, and both were 
hanging from the poles. It was at first 
decided to burn the negroes at the 
tsHike, but wiser heads prewailed.

The King* Daughters of Louisville, 
who have been planning for several 
weeks the celebration of ’Tag Day” In 
Louisville on November 11, ’have de¬ 
clared that they are not so much act¬ 
uated by a desire for immediate finan¬ 
cial returns on that day. as they are 
by a desire to inform the public very 
fully as to the nature of their work and 
the surround.ngs under which it is un¬ 
dertaken. Indescribable tilth and 
carelessness of human life, according 
to the King’s Daughters, are encount¬ 
ered by the district nurse on her round* 
In her efforts to mttiga e suffering, she 
being often called upon to enlighten 
ignorance and establish as near sani¬ 
tary conditions as possible. 

Miss Kathryn Jenkins, who for many 
years has been the visiting nurse un¬ 
der the direct on of Miss J nnl : B .ne- 
dlct, superintendent. Is deeply intere3t* 
ed in her labors, although the condi¬ 
tions that she meets are not only oft¬ 
en barren In all appearance, but fre¬ 
quently loathsome and disheartening. 
Her services are freely given to all who 
ask them and she enters without hesi¬ 
tation any habitation of suffering to 
which she Ih called, save those where 
cont&glous diseases are to be found. 

This exception Is not due In any 
slightest degree to the King's Daugh¬ 
ters or to Miss Jenkins herself. Six¬ 
teen years ago when Hiss Jennie Cas- 
Feday founded the district nurs? work 
she was compelled to obtain permis¬ 
sion from the Slate Board of Health 
to carry on this work of relief. The 
negotiations between Miss Coastd ly and 
that body only reached a Successful 
termination after Miss Casseday had 
pledged her word that the nurse wo k 
would not undertake any contagious 
cases. This regulation was demanded 
by the Board of Health through fear 
of spreading contagion caused by the 
many visits made dally by the dlstr ct 
nurse.

Duties of the Nurse. 

When a call upon the services of the 
district nurse Is made she hastens at 
| once to the point where her services 
; are required, for the reason that us a 
general rule the very poor hesitate to 
call for outside assistance, and Ihey 
jure frequently In a very critical condl- 
j tlon when the service® of the nurse are 
requested. With the co-oreratlon of 
the visiting physician, her first duty Is 
to make the, patient temporarily com¬ 
fortable as far as circumstances per¬ 
mit. The next step required is to make 
the room where the patient lies ns san¬ 
itary as she can. Miss Jenkins, ac¬ 
cording to Miss Benedict, has never 
hesitated to scrub floors and to clear 
away the Accumulation of germ-bear¬ 
ing trash that Is generally found to be 
coincident with disease among the very 
l poor.

Pass a Smoke Ordinance. 

How much longer before Louisville 
is to make even an effort to abate the 
smoke nuisance? 

We have had In the General Council 
more than one ordinance looking to thla 
end. but none, as yet. has been per¬ 
mitted to become a law. There Is at 
present such an ordinance pending, and 
there is no reason why its passage 
should be further delayed, except that 
it has the opposition of some of those 
who would*be required to go to the ex¬ 
pense of a few dollars to put Its pro¬ 
visions into effect. As long as such op¬ 
position la allowed to prevail we shall 
never do anything to rid our city of tWfe 
smoke evil. »It ia high time thaV other 
sentiment should be consulted. The 
people of Louisville are suffering in¬ 
calculably, both In health and in prop¬ 
erty. because of the soot and smoke 
which our factories are permitted to 
belch upon them. If, through either a 
short-sighted or an unprogTessive pol¬ 
icy. these factories refuse to do any¬ 
thing to ameliorate these conditions, 
they must be made to do something. 
Louisville cannot afford to remuln one 
of the filthiest cities on earth. The Vic¬ 
tims ‘of the smokestacks demand that 
a more enlightened practice shall be 
Inaugurated and enforced, and the local 
politician who turns a deaf ear to that 
demand, while governing Ms action by 
the desires of those who are responsible 
for the smoke abomination, will make 
a serious mistake. 

The injury to health and wealth 
which we are suffering through this 
abomination Is unquestioned. The 
demand for reform in this respect is 
unquestioned. It is equally dear that 
this reform will not be a voluntary one 
on the part of the smoke producers, 
and* that it must be effected by 'those 
entruiged with the cKyJs interests in 
her legislative body. On what pretext, 
therefore, can a General Council longer 
heslitat^ to take the necessary steps for 
this reform? 


A Work For and By Kentuckians.

Talk is cheap. It would be a simple 
thing for men to meet, air a few Ideas, 
adjourn and forget all about the meet¬ 
ing. the Ideas and the fitate until 
another meeting-time rolls around.

The delegates to the Development As¬ 
sociation meeting know this. They 
know' that to accomplish the desirable 
there must be faith with work. And 
It is with this Fplrtt—the spirit of com¬ 
bined faith and work—that they are to 
gather shortly In this city. 

Such nn organization as this wdien 
properly conducted and with an abun¬ 
dance of “steam” In its undertaking 
can do much for the development of 
pur resources, the Influencing of public 
opinion In wholesome, beneficial direc¬ 
tions and the stlmu'atlon of growth in 
all fields. To plan the work for the 
next year and renew the efforts In 
Kentucky’s behalf the delegates will 
assemble on November 15. Louisville 
will welcome them cordially and co¬ 
operate heartily In their task.

The Local Round Up. 

The Municipal Campaign which is 
drawing to Its close has not been quite 
so undiscriminating and implacable as 
the Campaign of 1805 for the reason, 
perhaps, that it has proceeded more at 
loose-ends, each party to It making a 
still-hunt for votes ami not much car¬ 
ing how. or where, it got them. 

The Issue of “an open town** versus 
**tt dry town.” cuts Into both the old 
local organizations; but. the Issue of 
good versus bad City government—ac¬ 
centuated by the Ouster of the Court 
of Appeals and the Interregnum deriv¬ 
ing its powers not from the consent of 
the governed but from the hands of 
the Governor—has been complicated In 
many ways.so that the aacerta n?d face 
of the Registration means little and 
tells nothing. 

On the eve of the voting, everything 
Is In the air. as It were, the gambling 
chances more than commonly specu¬ 
lative. 

In the event of Mr. Grlndstead’s elec¬ 
tion, let us hope that he will give ua 
such a business-like administration of 
Affairs as will make us forgot that any 
party rules In the City Hall: and. If 
Mr. Tyler Is elected, let us hope that 
the event will not be as bad as the an¬ 
ti-Tyler orators and newspapers pre¬ 
dict, and a* many good people fear. 

That there was need for a Demo¬ 
cratic house-cleaning the disclosures of 
the last six ‘months sufficiently attest. 
In case the Republicans come In for 
a long tenure, we shall eee how far the 
delinquencies of the old dynasty will 
be repeated by the new'. Such thtngs re¬ 
late rather to men than to parties. Poli¬ 
ticians. and especially local politicians, 
are much of a kind. The label counts 
for little anywhere. Democracy In the 
City of York, Republicanism in 

Philadelphia, have during forty years 
reached the same conclusion as far as 
the public Interest and the taxpayers 
have been concerned. Good Municipal 
Government Is good men in the Munici¬ 
pal places, and, when w'e say good men. 
we have in mind not merely honest 
men but capable and efficient men. 

If the Courier-Journal Is something 
of a pessimist touching the possibilities 
(^Municipal Government, surely It has 
hnd reason for Its lack of faith In the 
glittering pledges made by those who 
seek the confidence and solicit the votes

of the people. In times gone by an 
ounce of performance was worth & ton 
of promise. The attitude of Independ¬ 
ence, therefore, which the paper has ob¬ 
served toward the contestants In the 
race Just ending, has been the result 
of skepticism on the one hand and dis¬ 
approval on the other. Giving one’s 
own dog the benefit of the doubt is not 
always to Indorse his proceeding when 
he roams afield, and It must be owned 
that betw'een a State ticket preaching 
sumptuary laws and a Municipal ticket 
preaching a wide-open town. Democ¬ 
racy cuts but a sorry figure this year. 

To tell the truth and shame the devil, 
has been ever a motto with the Cou¬ 
rier-Journal: but well It knows how 
Impossible It Is to tell the truth with 
any hope that a considerable body of 
the people will believe It. Public opin¬ 
ion Is usually split directly In tw'o, each 
side accepting only that which It wants 
to accept. Partisan Interest and habit 
have accustomed it to lying. In the 
heat of battle most partisans prefer the 
optimistic falsehood to the unpalatable 
fact. The safe, cheap and easy course 
for a newspaper is to take one side or 
the other—not much matter which—and 
to play the game to the limit. 

The Courier-Journal Is fully conscious 
of the fact that In this campaign It has 
satisfied neither of the contestants. Yet 
Is it strengthened by the belief not 
merely that Its abstinence from ‘active 
partisanship has been In the public in¬ 
terest, but that back of the eager and 
excited combatants are a great body of 
thinking people who know’ that the 
world will not come to an end with the 
result of next Tuesday's voting. In the 
event of defeat, the "shake-up” which 
the local Democracy has sustained may 
prove salutary. In no event can their 
organization long survive as a healthy 
force unless It be thoroughly regener¬ 
ated. The Courier-Journal Is willing to 
lead in this work of regeneration, but 
only upon a plane high enough and 
broad enough to underlie the best In¬ 
telligence and the purest patriotism. 
Even In the event of Mr. Tyler’s elec¬ 
tion, a knotty problem will at once con¬ 
front him. It depending wholly upon 
himself how far he may have the sup¬ 
port of that large and essential ele¬ 
ment of conservative and moderate men 
who want neither license nor purism,I 
but the enactment and execution of rea 
sonable excise laws which th<*y believe 
alone suited to a great and growing 
commercial metropolis. 

As to the customary abuse of Its ene¬ 
mies—perennially case-mated and dia¬ 
bolically chronic—the Courier-Journal 
Is not In the least concerned. It has 
tlme-out-of-mlnd regarded the misrep¬ 
resentation to w'hlch It bos been sub¬ 
jected as a tribute to lfs power and Its 
truth. So, a clear field and a merry, 
with a free ballot and a fair count, and 
may Heaven defend the right! 


The Amunsden Exp;dition. 

Is Capt. Roland Amunsden, w ho says 
he will journey to the North Pole by 
polar bear power, ambitious to snatch 
the laurels of Walter Wellman or thos_' 
of Baron Munchausen? 

CapL Amunsden prnptxses to train po¬ 
lar bear cubs to w*ork in harness. When 
they grow up they will bn tame 
enough to trust. A trip to the i>o!e 
will please them as greatly ns a duck¬ 
ling’s first trip to the puddle. Whe i 
Vhe mercury shrivels to the bottom of 
the tube they will be in their best 
form. When the blast of the bllzzird 
sendtf snow' crystals diagonally across 
the frcxsty face of nature they will be 
as frolicsome as un bus ted bronchos. 
They will tvpoee comfortably upon Ice 
couches, covered snugly with the cano¬ 
py' of the arctic sky. Wh«*n the'ice 
floes fall to make enda meet the polar 
bears will enjoy a swim from one to 
the other. Each Is ten times as strong 
as a hors^ and a hundred times a© 
strong as a dog. With a half dozen 
bears, subsisting cheaply upon seal 
flash, the explorer will, he says, readily 
make bis way where Nans?n could not 
sail and Wellman could not fly. 

Some fifteen years ago Joe Mulhattan 
caused to be printed a newspaper story 
to the effect that a prominent Ken¬ 
tucky farmer had solved the labor 
problem by employing a species of Af¬ 
rican monkey of giant size to wield 
the hemp break.

The Casual Letter Writer. 

The majority of the people do not 
write letters to persons whom they do 
not know, and who have no^ concern 
with them*in any Iwffcy. IrCfatft, _ Ctifc 
majority of the people hardly write 
letters at all. Buit among those who 
habitually write letters a majority only 
write to their acquaint*! nc©s. or to such 
strangers as they are called upon by 
circumstances to address. 

Nevertheless, there is a minori¬ 
ty who write letter* to a great 
many people who never heai*d 
of them and have nothing l\ common 
with their aspiration®, their needs or 
their wishes. People of great wealth, 
or those who are supposed to be such, 
receive Immense numbers of bogging 
letters, asking remittances. Borne of 
the people to whom these letters are 
•addressed see them (til, read them and 
reply to them or throw them a Ado un¬ 
answered. according to circumstances. 
The wealthiest people who are apt to 
receive the most of such communica¬ 
tion© employ clerks who read the let¬ 
ters and deal with them according to 
their instructions. In Instances of this 
eort the person addressed does not see 
n tithe of the letters sent him. They 
are read, or looked at, hy some subordi¬ 
nate and thrown aside. Only com¬ 
munication© of a particular kind are 
ever scon by the principal, and these 
according to the instructions than he 
gives his agents. There are those who 


and they do not readily conceive the 
idea that It can be a subject of indiffer¬ 
ence to the Chief Magistrate. They im¬ 
agine that he will read their letters 
with something like the same degree 
of attention that they bestow upon 
them. They may have doubts of the 
result, but the most of them, perhaps, 
do not accept the idea that he will 
never see their communications, or have 
any Intimation of their contents. 

The notion that a President of the 
United States Is practically omnipo¬ 
tent and can deal successfully with all 
sorts of questions Is very w idespread. 
Something of the same feeling prevails 
as to others In authority, so that 
they are the recipients of all manner 
of requests. There are, of course, mil¬ 
lions of people w ho have a pretty good 
idea of the limitations of authority, and 
address themselves only to those who 
are believed to have power to act in a 
particular matter. Even these are oft¬ 
en mistaken In the person to whom thoy 
ought to apply, and write letters w’hlch 
must be referred to others for aotlon. 
The President of the ITnlted States, 
however, has such extensive powers 
that there is a great disposition to look 
on him as capable of red3^*sing every 
wrong, real or imaginary, of which any¬ 
body can complain. Hence the dispo¬ 
sition to apply to him In all cases. 
There is In those who w'rite him often 
an entire want of perspective. There is 
no conception that the number of such 
applications is far more than any one 
or a dozen, or a hundred men could at¬ 
tend to. even if there is anything to be 
done about them al all. 

Among those who w’rite to the Pres¬ 
ident cr to millionaires on all sorts of 
subjects or who solicit aid for them¬ 
selves or their favorite schemes, there 
are, of course, a great many ne’er-do- 
w'ells who have really no cafe They 
are Idlers, and take the chances of 
writing to some prominent person In 
aid of schemes for their own benefit. 
Some of these have intelligence enough 
to know that the prospect of their suc¬ 
cess is bad. but they are willing to 
take the trouble upon the mero chance 
of accomplishing something The fact 
that other people, differently situated, 
perhaps, have received favorable an¬ 
swers will often tempt them ta try an 
application. But there are also people 
who have real grievances, whose lot is 
exceptionally hard, w*ho ask for help 
or/advlce in cases w’here it is quite 
ini practicable for those they address 
to assist them, either because, they re¬ 
late to matters outside of their sphere, 
or because they have already under¬ 
taken all the relief work of which they 
are capable. Rich people, however 
charitably disposed, are compelled to 
put some limitations upon the class 
of cases in which they will give as¬ 
sistance, and they are often asked for 
aid in a great variety of others when 
they either cannot do anything or have 
left such cases outside the sphere of 
their beneficence. 

The casual letter writer Is an estab¬ 
lished institution. He or she will con¬ 
tinue to flourish as long as there re- 
Jnnln among men and women “such 
faint, helpless griefs that pine for such 
hopeless cures.” Better knowledge, a 
clear understanding of the fitness of 
things, w'ould prevent the writing of 
most of these communications, but 
thts sort of Information makes Its way 
slowtiy among those who pen the major¬ 
ity of such effusions.

URGE PASSAGE 


Commercial Club Favors 
Smoke Abatement. 


ASK MAYOR BINGHAM TO SIGN 
ORDINANCE. 


STILL UP TO THE BOARD 
COUNCILMEN. 


OF 


TEXT OF PROPOSED LAW. 


The ©moke abatement ordinance re¬ 
cently introduced In the General Coun¬ 
cil of Louisville and which* passed the 
Board of Aldermen unanimously at itjj 
session last Tuesday night has received 
the indorsement of the Board of Direct^ 
ora of the Louisville Commercial Club, 
which has adopted resolutions request¬ 
ing the Board of Councilmen to act 
favorably upon the measure when it 
is put upon its passage Monday night, 
November 4. The resolutions also ask 
Mayor Bingham to affix his signature 
to the ordinance In the event the Coun¬ 
cilman adopt It. t'ind request the news¬ 
papers of Louisville to give editorial 
expression favorable to Lho passage of 
the ordinance. 

The Smoke Abatement Committee of 
the Commercial Club, of which J. C. 
Murphy is chairman, is thanked in the 
resolution. Mr. Murphy’s associates on* 
the committee are Charles P. Weaver. 
Bernard Selligman. R. S. Hill and Prof. 
H. Q. Brownell. This committee has 
been actively engaged in a campaign 
of education among the cool users of 
Louisville for the past year, and has 
been at work for some time In assist¬ 
ing in the preparation of an ordinance 
that would meet the present conditions 
Ip Louisville. The ordinance as orig¬ 
inally introduced in the Council several 
months ago was thought by many to 
bo too drastic and was withdrawn. 
When the ordinance was later intro¬ 
duced and referred to a committee 
there were several changes believed to 
bo desirable, and these have been 
made, the committee from the Board 
of Aldermen meeting with the Com¬ 
mercial Chib committee. Alderman Lo¬ 
ren B. Willihmson, a member of the 
club, assisted Mr. Murphy and his com¬ 
mittee very materially. The ordinance 

in full is as follows:

The Ordinance in Full. 

An ordinance to prevent the emission of 
sooL black or dense gray smoke, from 
smokestacks, crunim*y© and all other 
*moke-*un.u;ng bt.ick* w:thbi tbo city of 
Loutov.lie. including locomotive railroad 
engir-itfi and engines used and employed 
In tu*W and street instruction work in 
the city of Louisville, uind for the &p- 
po.ntment of a Smoke Inspector. 

Be It orchilned by the General Counc-1 of 
the City of Louisville: Section 1. r I he 
uini 9 ion of soot, black or dense gray 
smoke from any smokestack or chimn»*y 
used In connection with any stationary 
engine, steam boi.er, locomotive, ml road 
eg.no, c*r engine used or employ«*d in the 
construction, reconstruction, altering or re¬ 
pairing any building or street or prepara¬ 
tory to beginning any such work on any 
building or street to the city of Loms- 
vll'be, or furnace of any d‘-*KTlptloiv within 
the corporate limits of the city of Louis¬ 
ville, in any apartiocnt house, office build¬ 
ing. hotel, theater, place of public enter- 
ta.nmenL sebooi. bu..tilbg. institution or 
any other structure In tl» city of Louis¬ 
ville, or In any building used as a factory 
or for any purpose bf trad'.*, or for any 
other purpose whatever, shat! be de-emed 
and is hereby declared to be a public 
nuisance. This provision, however, shall 
not apply to locomotives whew under pre¬ 
viously arranged time schedules they enter 
into or depart from their depots attached 
to and drawing such cars on ;ls ar«* used 
exclusively for passenger travel to and 
from the city or Louisville, and at such 
times as said Hocomotlve* attached to said 
mra are stationed In said depots for the 
purpose of discharging or receiving eu.d 
passengers, and to such locomotives or 
engines when entering or departing from 
the city of Louisville drawing what are 
known to be and are at the said particu¬ 
lar time, through freight trams. 

Sec. 3. There shall be appoint'd by the 
Mayor, w.th the approval of the Board 
of Aldermen, an officer or.d any successor 
to said officer who shall be designated as 
a Smoke Inspector, with power© and du¬ 
ties hereinafter described. The term of 
office of Smoke In*|>ector shall end on the 
first day of January of eneli year, follow¬ 
ing hie itppo ntraent. but the Board of 
Safety ehaJl have power of removing the 
Incumbent of said office at any time prior 
to the ending of said term and In such 
event the successor or succefevir* of stid 
Incumbent shall serve to the end of said 
term The person so appointed ©hall be 
well qualified from practical experience in 
the construction or operation of boilers, 
generators and superheaters, and their ap- 
purtcnanccei used for generating sttom 
or heat for any purpose; the salary of stid 
Smoke Inspector shall be fifteen hundred 
dollars (91.500) per annum.

Washington. Nov. 2.—[Special.]—The 
failure of Gov. Swanson, of Virginia, 
to attend the meeting of Governors at 
Atlanta, Ga., to consider a proposed 
agreement on the subject of passenger 
rates for Southern State* has attracted 
some uMention and comment. Gov. 
Swanson waa In this city to-day and 
explained to some of hJs friends how 
H happened that ho was not at Atlan¬ 
ta, having been invited to be there and 
take part In the conference. 

"The fact is,” he said, “I have no 
more right to attend ^uch a conference 
than any other citizen of Virginia or 
any ocher State. Our law' places mat¬ 
ters affecting railroad rates exclusively 
In the hands of th© corporation com¬ 
mission, and even if I should attend 
the conference I could not take the 
Initiative in making a recommendation. 
My office of Governor gives me no more 
power in that respect than anyone 
else.” 

The Virginia, law* fixes the rate for 
passengers at two cents a mile, and up 
to this time nothing has occurred In 
that State to indicate that the corpo¬ 
ration commission has changed its 
views upon this subject since recom¬ 
mending the two-cent rate. 

According to the view' of Gov. S'lva-n- 
«>n. if any move is taken looking to¬ 
ward a recomrmmdatlon to the Legis¬ 
lature of Virginia for a moidfication of 
the two-cervt rate law\ R must originate 
with the corijomtlons commission un¬ 
less it comes upxdlrectly In the Legis¬ 
lature itself.

VITAL STATISTICS FOR WEEK. 


Deaths which occurred last week ex¬ 
ceeded birth* by eleven, according to vital 
statistics prepared by Dr. M. K. Allen, 
Health Officer. There was a total of six-

seven were white and three were colored.

DEACONESS WORK 


Consideredi At Length By 
Methodist Commission. 


DISCIPLINE IN FORCE FOB 
YEARS ENTIRELY REWRITTEN 


EPISCOPALIANS STAND ALOCF 
AT INTER-CHURCH CON¬ 
FERENCE. 


TIMELY RELIGIOUS TOPICS. 


A Commission on Deaconess Work, 
appointed by the last General Confer¬ 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
ha* Just completed and made public 
Its report, which Is to be submitted to 
the General Conference to be held fcext 
spring. The commission was composed 
of five bishops, five ministers and five 
laymen, and it was directed to consider 
and report to the General Conference 
what changes are desirable or neces¬ 
sary in the Methodist Discipline to se¬ 
cure the more complete unification and 
greater efficiency of the deaconess work 
In the church. In the Discipline at 
present the paragraphs relating to dea- 
con nesses were Inserted In 1888. 1896, 
1900 and 1904, and complete revision Is 
needed. 

The commission has had several 
meetings, two of them being held Im¬ 
mediately after deaconess Conventions, 
and Iti report consists In an entire re¬ 
writing of that part of the Discipline 
relating to deaconess work, In which 
some old things have been retained and 
much that is new added. In Its report 
the opmmlsslon defines a deaconess as 
**a' Woman who has been led by the 
Spirit and. the Providence of God to 
forego all other pursuits In life that 
she may wholly devote herself to the 
Ohrtstllko service of doing good, has 
been approved by the church and sol -1 
emnly set apart to this vocation." 

In the recommendations of the com¬ 
mission the general oversight of the 
work of deaconesses Is given to the 
bishops, although active direction of It 
Is vested lb a General Deaconess Board, 
to be composed of five bishops, four 
laymen, four ministers and six women, 
three of whom shall be consecrated 
deaconesses. This board Is to be elected 
quadrennially at the General Confer¬ 
ences. It Is to havo authority to au¬ 
thorize, on the recommendation of an 
annual conference of Its local dea- | 
cones* board, the establishment of any 
deaconess home, mother-house, training 
school v hospital, home or other Insti¬ 
tution In which Methodist deaconesses 
are maintained or employed. It Is to 
fix to maximum allowance to be paid 
deaconesses, to determine a distinct 
garb for Methodist deaconesses and an¬ 
other to be worn by candidates during 
their probation, and It Is authorized 
to employ one or more deaconesses In 
secretarial work. 

Each annual conference Is to have a 
Conference Deaconess Board of nine 
members, three of whom must be wom¬ 
en. These boards are authorized to li¬ 
cense deaconesses, to determine who 
shall be placed on the retired IWt, and 
those entitled to aid from the relief 
fund. It la directed that the deacon¬ 
ess license may be given only to a can¬ 
didate who is unmarried and over 
twenty-three years of age. and she 
must be recommended by the quarterly 
conference of the church in wh ch she 
Is a member. She must present a cer¬ 
tificate of good health from a repu able 
physician and must have given two 
years of continuous probationary' ser¬ 
vice. She must also have passed an 
examination satisfactory to the Con¬ 
ference Board as to religious qualifi¬ 
cations. 

The commission recommends meas¬ 
ures for the support of retired deacon¬ 
esses, Including the establishment of 
homes for them and a rd ef fund from 
which they may be maintained. A 
permanent fund Is to be established, 
the income alone of which is to be 
available, and It Is recommended that 
810 per anndm he added to the allow¬ 
ance of each licensed deaconess and 
that amount be paid by her into this 
fund. 

The* report of this commission is 
made public at this time In order «hfit 
it mny be before the Methodist churches 
long enough before the meeting of 
the General Conference to make It 
possible for other recommendations to 
be male by those who choo e to do so. 
It Is pn»» able that the pa-ugraphs for 
the discipline will be somewhat changed 
by the conference, but Is believed 
that the recommendations outlined 
above will In substance bo made the 
ficlal rules of the church. Besides the 
Methodist Episcopal church, the Pro¬ 
testant Episcopal and the Lutheran 
Church s largely use deaconesses in 
their work.

Episcopalians Decided at Convention 
to Stand by Established Policy. 

Episcopalians declined, through their 
General Convention, to be represented 
at a second Interchurch Conference, 
which Is to be held next year, and 
which Is further to advance the work 
of federation between almost all of the 
principal religious bod es In the United 
Stutes. it will be remembered that 
somewhat more than thirty of these 
bodies have already held one confer¬ 
ence, and the outcome of it has been 
marked in a resulting good feeling and 
consequent co-operation. At this first 
conference Episcopalians were repre¬ 
sented simply by some members of th;? 
Commission on Christian Unity. 

An explanation of the action of th«* 
recent General Convention In decUn.rig 
to be represented k? to be made, how¬ 
ever.

Why Restrict Immigration? 

Why then restrict immigration? 
What is needed is rather a better dis¬ 
tribution of the Incoming masses than 
the putting up of a barrier against their 
coming. It cannot be denied that hous¬ 
ing and some other oandltlona in New 
York and the North Atlantic seapor 
towns are not entirely what they should 
be, nor that with a recession in trad* 
and commerce, which sooner or later 1- 
likely to come, there may not result an 
overabundance of labor, through which 
quite a number who are now’ self-sup¬ 
porting piay be thrown out of employ¬ 
ment and a somewhat difficult situa¬ 
tion be created. 

While such conditions. If they come, 
can only be temporary and will pass. 
It Is nevertheless desirable. If not Im¬ 
perative, that ways and means be 
sought which, without Interfering with 
the inflow and depriving the country 
o* the benefits Immigration Is still cer¬ 
tain to bring It, shall so regulate the 
stream that it will flow to centers, 
where not only it is actually needed 
but where, moreover, the newcomer? 
can be made happier than in the over¬ 
crowded centers of the North Atlantic 
coast, and where the further addition 
of workers is not likely to become a 
disturbing factor In economic condi¬ 
tions. 

A movement has recently been start¬ 
ed under Jewish auspices to deflect 
emigration from Russia and Roumanla 
tfl Galveston, where adequate prepara¬ 
tion has been made to receive immi¬ 
grants. and upon their arrival to 
promptly forward them to divers points 
In the great American Hinterland, ex¬ 
tending from the gulf to the Dominion 
line, from the Mississippi to the Pa¬ 
cific.

Inland area, where there 1s not alone 
better and more room for them, but 
where they are eagerly wanted, and 
where they would be much better sat¬ 
isfied than they are likely to be in the 
overcrowded tenements of New York 
and other nearby const towns. 

It has been claimed that to make a 
movement as here outlined absolutely 
successful it will be necessary’ to es¬ 
tablish through legislation something 
like a port limitation, restricting the 
number which shall be permitted to 
enter each year through New York and 
other North Atlantic ports. It Is, per- 
hnps, not even desirable that such a 
restriction be imposed, but ways and 
means can no doubt bo found to make 
an entirely effective regulation of Im¬ 
migration which shall tend, not to re¬ 
strict, but to lead the inflow Into < hun- 
nels where It will continue to result in 
the greatest good to the greatest num¬ 
ber.

The Government of the Canal Zone 
was organized by Maj. Gen. George W. 
Davis. U. C. A., who remained on the 
Isthmus ftym June. 1904, to May. 1905. 
He was succeeded by Charles E. Ma- 
goon. now' Provisional Governor of 
Cuba. After Gov. Magoon's transfer 
to his present post the President ap- 


Directs Many Functions. 

The Department of Revenues of the 
Government of the Canal Zone per¬ 
forms all duties connected with the en¬ 
tering and clearing of shipping at the 
ports of Ancon and Cristobal, collects 
the local taxes levied In the Canal 
Zone, administers all public lands and 
public buildings not required In the 
construction of the canal, and conducts 
the Canal Zone Postal Service. The 
Collector of Revenues is also empow¬ 
ered t<| administer the estates of Amer¬ 
ican cuizens employed by the Isthmian 
Canal Commission or the Panama Rail¬ 
road Company who may die in the 
Canal Zone Intestate. Of the divisions 
of the Department of Revenues the Di¬ 
vision of Posts is probably the most 
Important. Seventeen postofflees are 
maintained, at which the monthly 
stamp sales approximate $5,000, and 
money orders are sold aggregating a 
quarter of a million dollars each 
month.

What He Has Charge Of. 


The French Canal Company delivered 
to the American Government, with Its 
other property, some two thousand 
houses scattered along the line of the 
canal. These buildings have been re¬ 
paired and put to use. The Isthmian 
CanaJ Commission, in addition to this, 
has constructed buildings aggregating 
In cost approximately $8,000,000. To 
protect these old aivd new buildings and 
their contents, as well as to protect 
similar property owned by private in- 
dlvlduaJs In the canal zone, a fire de¬ 
partment has been organized with sta¬ 
tions and apparatus in all of the more 
important towns. The work of the de¬ 
partment Is In charge of experienced 
firemen secured from the United States. 
In the smaller towns, where It Is Im¬ 
practicable to maintain a large paid de¬ 
partment, auxiliary companies of vol¬ 
unteers have been organized under the 
command of an experienced paid fire¬ 
man. 

• • • 

Public School System. 

A free public school system has also 
been established In tho zone for the 
benefit of both the native children and 
the children of the commission's Amer¬ 
ican employees and foreign laborers. 
Separate schools are maintained for 
wthlte and colored children. At the close 
of the last school term there were thir¬ 
ty schools in operation with an enroll¬ 
ment of 1.721 pupil*. 

In addition to the subdepartments 
already' mentioned, the Department of 
Civil Administration operates, through 
a Water Commissioner, the public wa¬ 
ter and sewer systems In the cities of 
Panama and Colon, and maintains the 
street paving in those cities. Panama 
and Colon are, of course, not subject to 
the jurisdiction of the United States, 
but as a sanitary measure the Isth¬ 
mian Canal Commission installed their 
water mains and sewers and paved 
their streets: and It wdll continue to 
these public Improvements 


Mr. Blackburn's office Is In a building 


on the public squrtre of the city of 
Panama, which formerly contained the 
administrative offices of the French 
Canal Company, and wdilch was trans¬ 
ferred by that company to the United 
States, together with the company’s 
other property upon the isthmus. 

This building has been used by the 
Department of Civil Administration for 
three years, since no other quarters 
have been available; but as It Is locat¬ 
ed within the territory of the republic 
of Panama, a new office building has 
recently been constructed near the city, 
but In the canal zone, and will be 
ready for occupancy about the first of 
the year. 

Mr. Blackburn’s residence Is near 
this new office building, at Ancon, a 
suburb of the city of Panama, but in 
the territory of the canal zone. His 
house is on the slopes of Ancon Htll, 
which rises to a height of approximate¬ 
ly 500 feet, behind the city, and over¬ 
looks Panama Bay, with Its many 
islands. At Ancon there Is also locat¬ 
ed the commission’s largest hospital, 
w-hlch, w*lth its wards, quarters and 
driveway's, covers one entire side of the 
hll], and the Tivoli Hotel, a very lorg® 
building, w'hich has been constructed 
for the accommodation of the commis¬ 
sion’s employes near Panama and the 
entertainment of fommitteees from 
Congress and other official and semi¬ 
official visitors to the Isthmus. Every* 
effort Is being made to operate this 
hotel In a manner equal to good hotel 
management in the United States, and 
It is open to the public, as well as to 
persons connected with the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Ancon is also the residence of Col. 
Gorgas, the member of the commis¬ 
sion In charge of the sanitary work, 
and of Mr. Joseph Bucklin Bishop, the 
secretary of the commission. 

Separated from the city of Panama 
by Ancon Hill Is tho town of La Boca* 
the present Pacific terminus of the 
Panama railroad and the future ter¬ 
minus of the canal. Plans for the canal 
include the construction of a huge dam 
at La Boca, W'hlch will create an ar¬ 
tificial lake extending from the sea¬ 
shore five miles toward the Interior; 
and when work on this dam, which has 
already been commenced, is well under 
way. La Boca will become one of the 
most Important construction centers of 
the isthmus. This means the Amer¬ 
ican population in the immediate vi¬ 
cinity of Panama, which now includes 
between 500 and 600 persons, will be 
largely Increased and the social life 
of the settlement will more nearly ap¬ 
proximate that of the average Amer¬ 
ican community. 

Senator Blackburn states that he Is 
pl<j|Lsed beyond his expectations with 
the conditions on the isthmus, the 
climate, his personal surroundings and 
his official duties.

L ONDON, Oct. 24.—King Edward 
can boast of a number of suc¬ 
cesses on the turf this year, tho 
most recent of these having been 
gained with the horse Coxcomb, 
which won the much-prized "Welter 
Handlcap’Mat Doncaster from a strong 
field. Thafresult of this race, which 
the King witnessed, is known to have 
pleased hir majesty greatly, and a day 
or two aftirward he sent for h s train¬ 
er, Richard Marsh, and congratulated 
him warmly on the satlcfactory show¬ 
ing made by the royal stables. 

"It la no use giving you any more 
pins," said the King, and placing a 
small pac&age in the trainer’s hand, 
he added, therefore I ask you to ac¬ 
cept this as a little souvenir for your 
wife." V 

The "little souvenir" was a handsome 
enameled brooch, studded with dia¬ 
monds and representing a race horse 
at full galjop with a Jockey wearing 
the royal colors. The incident illus¬ 
trates both the gonl njture of the King 
and his hlfch appreciation of Marsh's 
services. 

Not only is Marsh the trainer of the 
King’s holies, but since the silken 
Jacket of purple and gold flashed first 
past the post in all the most Important 
ruc*-a of th* first year of this century, 
he has been kfiown in England as tha 
"King of Arse Trainers." For purpie 
and gold afrr the royal racing colors 
and Diamond Jubilee, the greatest win¬ 
ner among nice horses in any ono year, 
was trained*for King Edward VII. by 
Marsh. 

• • • 

Has Palatial Establishment. 

"Dick" Marsh the great trainer in 
familiarly called. He ow*ns Ihe most 
palatial traiplng establishment In the 
world. Overr it —Egerton House, New¬ 
market — blaze the royal arms. There 
are gathered a hundred blue-blooded 
race horses Towned by the King, and 
some half dozen of the wealthiest new 
blemen and gentlemen on the British 
turf. 

Marsh has been a trainer for twenty 
years. Before that he was a steeple¬ 
chase Jockey and before that aga'n, a 
Jockey on the flat. Without question, 
he is a genius in his profession. Car¬ 
lyle says, "Genius Is an Infinite capac¬ 
ity for taking pains." It has been 
Marsh’s capacity that has won for h m 
his present enviable position in the 
horse world. 

Since he has beer, hall-marked by 
the appointment as the royal trainer, 
gold lias streamed in Marsh’s direction. 
Horses he has trained have won races 
valued at a total of over $2,500,000. 

average winnings at Egerton 
House have been $125,000 per year. 
These stakes have Just about paid the 
owners their expends, for Marsh's an¬ 
nual Income from Ids training estab¬ 
lishment alone Is $100,000 a year, and It 
Is safe to say that his percentage of 
winnings and gifts from winning own¬ 
ers tots up to u grand total of between 
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years ago Miss Darling, the youthful 
diiughter of the celebrated trainer of 
Gal tee More. 

The house is surrounded by gardens 
and lawns. Back of these are the In¬ 
closed stable yards and stables. They 
are entered through a big archway. 
Here are situated th** business offices. 
In charge of tho trainer’s private sec¬ 
retary with o staff of lady clerks and 
typewriters. Here are to be found in 
glntL* cases the racing jackets of all 
the past and present patrons of the es¬ 
tablishment. and also the racing plates 
of winning horses. Inside the plates 
are painted the titles of the races and 
the amount of the stakes. It Is a com¬ 
plete record. 

• • • • 

Stables Model Ones. 


JI 25.000 ajul $150,000. He can property 
claim the name of being the highest 
paid trainer In the world. Being a 
shrewd man he values his own opinion 
and backs it. So that with his win¬ 
nings in a good year, his annual re¬ 
ceipts will about equal a quarter of a 
million dollars. 

But Egerton House Is an expensive 
establishment. There Is a small army 
of employes, from stable boys to type- 
writers. in the office. The training 
quarters make up a small village, with 
Us own shops aud school and chapel, 
which has a surpllced choir of stable 
lads. There are long lines of model 
stables and enclosures whero are quar¬ 
tered troops of thoroughbreds from un- 
mced tw*o-year-n!ds to veterans. And 
there Is also a model farm with many 
prize cattle and a stud farm. 

The King's trainer looks the typical 
British gentleman-farmer or breeder. 
He Is a big. robust man of fifty-five, 
weighing close on# 200 pounds, dean 
shaven and always faultlessly dressed. 
He has a cheery manner, a hearty 
hand-grasp and is one of the most 
popular men on the British turf. He is 
treated as a friend, rather than as an 
employe by the King and tho many 
other poble and wealthy patrons of 
racing. He is u familiar figure at the 
big races and he always has a place 
In the royal enclosure and at the royal 
luncheon table. 

Mnrsh has a master mind for horses. 
This Is proven by the fact that h*» Is 
the most- successful race horse trainer 
of the dav He Is a good tnan of buei- 
ness, too A w-hlch is shown by the sys¬ 
tematic a$d orderly way In which his 
princely o.4t ibllshm«*nt is conducted. He 
is strictnef* Itself In financial matters 
and his paeons, even th* King himself, 
must be prompt with their cash. He Is 
a stern fllsaipllnatian, for which his 
army of «lmp!oycs can vouch. He l* a 


true born Englishman, a rarmers son 
and has made of himself not only a 
successful man but as the social scale 
goes a gentleman. He is married and 
has a grown daughter. 

The story of his career, never yet 
fully written, is most interesting. Ever 
so many years ago the coast town of 
Margate held open pony races on the 
seashore. Margate, even In those days, 
was the Atlantic City of England. One 
day a number of grammar school boys 
from neighboring Folkestone went to 
see tho races. An-owner who at the 
last minute w'aa short a Jockey asked 
the knot of boys if any of them could 
ride. A sturdy little chap of thirteen 
advanced and said he could. The owner 
quickly gave him a leg Up and that boy 
and pony won the race. 

It was Dick Marsh's first mount In a 
race. There w'as much bargaining to 
secure the boy as Jockey for subsequent 
races. Marsh rode In five that after¬ 
noon and won all of them. He w’as de¬ 
cidedly the "infant prodigy.” For hl9 
share of the sport he won a gold watch. 

Urged on by his experience and the 
flattery of admirers, he then and there 
derided to be a jockey. His father op¬ 
posed. but finally relented on the un¬ 
derstanding that Dick first be graduat¬ 
ed from the grammar school at Folke¬ 
stone. He was born December 31. 1851. 
at Smeeth In the "gurden county” of 
England. Kent. Smeeth Is a little ham¬ 
let not far from Canterbury. His fath¬ 
er was a farmer and hop-grower and 
owned quite a few horses which tu® boy 
learned to ride bareback. 

• • • 

Racing Different Then, 

Racing In those days was somewhat 
different from what It Is now. but Dick 
Marsh had no trouble in becoming a 
Jockey. His first public mount as a pro¬ 
fessional was on a named Man- 


rico at Dover. The horse won nrt a 
canter by six lengths. Luckily for 
Marsh, the late Capt. Machell was pres¬ 
ent and saw the race. Capt. Machell 
was. In his time, one of the most promi¬ 
nent racing men In England. He took 
a fancy to Marsh and put him In his 
own stable. The young Jockey rode In 
all the big races in England with much 
success. 

But he put on flesh too quickly and 
Capt. Machell advised him to become a 
steeplechaser. His strength, nerve and 
good hands did wonders "over the 
jumps'* and he was recognized as one 
of the best riders of his time. He won 
important steeple and hurdle races for 
the late Duke of Hamilton, the Mar¬ 
quis of Hartlngton (now Duke of Dev¬ 
onshire) and the Earl of Dudley, the 
late Viceroy of Ireland. He had quite 
a few accidents in races both here and 
on the continent and broke a few ribs 
and ooeaslonally his collarbone. 

He kept adding on weight, however, 
and was then advised by the late Duke 
of Hamilton to go into the business of 
a trainer. So Marsh rented Lordship 
Farm, near Newmarket, turned it Into 
training quarters and became a public 
trainer. He secured the stables of the 
Duke of Hamilton, Lord Dudley, Lord 
Hartingdon. Capt. D’Orsay and the 
Brothers Baitaz^l 

• • • 

Prospers As Trainer. 


Important races fell one after the 
other to Marsh’s horses and he found, 
toward the end of the 80's, that Lord¬ 
ship Farm was not big enough. So 
with the help and advice of hts pat¬ 
rons Egerton House was projected. 
Marsh was Ion king forward when ho 
planned and the consequence was the 
erection of the most magnificent train¬ 
ing stable in the world. His old pat¬ 
rons moved to the new establishment 


with him and there soon followed the 
horses of Lords William and Marcus 
Beresford. the Duke of Marlborough, 
the Earl of Warwick, Lord Wolverlon, 
Lord Charles Montague, uncle of the 
Duke of Manchester, and Messrs. R. G. 
Heaton and J. W. Lamach. 

Marsh soon equaled the records of 
the other grant training stables. Man- 
ton and Beckhampton nnd so on. Very 
shortly he had passed them and was 
In the front flight. The horses of tho 
King, then Prince of Wales, had not 
been doing very well and L<*rd Marcus 
Beresford was appointed master of the 
Royal Racing Stud. He promptly 

turned all the royal horses, from two- 
year-olds to aged, over to the care of 
Marsh and up went the Royal arms 
over Egerton House. 

This, of course, wa* a most valuable 
asset. But even knowing its value. 

Marsh showed himself fearlessly Inde¬ 
pendent. The King had a large string 
In training and he was somewhat 

bothered financially. At one time the 
King owed his trainer $50,000. Marsh 
in those days charged owners all ex¬ 
penses and fees with a percentage of 
winnings. He plainly told the King 
that he wanted his money, for he could 
not afford to train on credit when he 
had scores of cash-paying owners 

wanting stable room. The King ad¬ 
mired Marsh for his Independence and 
thereafter became his staunch friend. 
The late Baron Do Hlrsch. It is under¬ 
stood. paid Marsh’s bill in full and the 
King himself afterward paid regularly. 
• • • 

Knows How To Please. 

That Marsh bus a peculiar aptitude 
for pleasing his patrons Is shown by 
a little trick he turned last summer. 
The King had bred a slashing filly at 
Sandringham. She was the favorite 
of the royal princesses und was christ¬ 


ened by Princess Victoria after herself. 
Victoria was entered In an important 
stake* at San down on May 31. When 
Marsh found out that was also to be 
th* wedding day of the Queen of Spain 
he devoted the most particular pains 
to getting the filly Victoria in shape. 
She won the race in a canter, the first 
race of the season for the King and at 
the very hour that his niece became 
Queen Victoria of Spain. The victory 
being such a happy augury, pleased the 
rovol family immensely and also the 
public. 

Horses trained by Marsh have time 
and time again captured practically all 
the Important races In different sea¬ 
sons. but It was not until 1896 that he 
won the blue riband of the turf—the 
Derby Tills was also the first Derby 
that the King won. and so It was doub¬ 
ly a triumph. Marsh had first scored 
that year for the King with the filly 
Thais in the One Thousand Guineas. 
Persimmon, his candidate for the Der¬ 
by. had been previously beaten by Leo¬ 
pold de Rothschild’s St. Frusquin and 
there was the greatest rivalry between 
the two horses. St. Frusquin was fa¬ 
vorite and Persimmon second In favor. 
The King's horse was the bigger, and 
Marsh declared his longer strMe In the 
long race would mean his victory. He 
was right, for. though St. Frusquin led 
all the way to the stretch. Persimmon's 
longer stride wore him down and In a 
tremendous finish the King's horse won 
by a short neck. The scene that en¬ 
sued was one of unparalleled excite¬ 
ment. The King himself led the win¬ 
ner through the cheering crowd to the 
paddock Persimmon later won the St 
Legcr and the Gold Clip at Ascot, 
among the big events, for his royal 
owner. 

• • • 

Wins With 100-to-l Shot. 

Marsh won his next Derby In 1898 for 


Mr. Lamach with Jeddah at the odd* 
of 100 to 1. In 1900 came the "triple 
crown" of classic events, when the 
King's Diamond Jubilee won the Two 
Thousand Guineas, the Derby and the 
St. Leger. Diamond Jubilee also won 
other big races, and these victories 
stamped Marsh as the premier trainer 
of England, for never was there a more 
difficult horse to train. Diamond Jubi¬ 
lee’s temper was renowned as worse 
than any horse’s In years. Watts, the 
King’s Jockey, could not go near much 
less rl^e him. The horse showed an 
affection for his stable boy, Herbert 
Jones, and so Marsh gave the boy per¬ 
sonal tuition and turned him out a 
first«class Jockey. Jones is now the 
recognized royal Jockey, and In the first 
flight, and is in great demand by other 
owners at Egerton House. 

Marsh’s successes caused many 
wealthy racing men to seek his services, 
but only two —Lord Gerard and Arthur 
James, a senior steward of the Jockey 
Club—were added to his it9t of patrons. 
Egerton House is now a very exclusive 
place, and before Marsh gives room to 
racing strings he lays the Applications 
before the King for his approval. 

• • • 

"Nursery of Winners." 

"Nursery for famous winners" Is 
what turf writers commonly call Eger¬ 
ton House nowadays. Lord Ellesmere 
built It for Marsh on the valuable 
Stetchworth estate under special and 
long leases. It took two years to 
build. The architecture Is of the early 
Norman style and everything is built 
In a solid and Imposing fashion. The 
main house is Mr. Marsh's private resi¬ 
dence. It is like the mansion of a coun¬ 
try squire. There Mr. Marsh nnd his 
family live. His first wife was the 
daughter of Mr. Thirl well, of Sussex, 
and left a daughter who Is now grown. 
Mr. Marsh married a second time two 


The stables are model ones, splen¬ 
didly ventilated, with all the latest im- 
I»rovements and all lighted by electrici¬ 
ty. There are stalls and locme boxes 
and a hospital, where the animals are 
fed on ale and stout, cod-liver oil end 
prepared baby foods. On one side of 
the stables are the dormitories for the 
grooms, stable and exercise lads. Fur¬ 
ther afield are houses and cottages Itv 
which live the various heads of depart¬ 
ments and other higher employes. Or* 
the other side of the main stables are 
the dining and recreation rooms, the 
Turkish nnd swimming baths, and tho 
chapel. Behind the stables Is the stud 
farm and some hundred yurds from 
that is the model farm with the pri 2 a 
porkers, sheep and horned cattle and 
Its barns and work-houses. Tho shops 
and electric power house are Just be¬ 
side the private race course on one aid® 
•f the stables. The miles upon miles 
of Newmarket Heath which stretch out 
toward the town of Newmarket, two 
miles away, and In all other direc¬ 
tions. are the exercising grounds. Her® 
can be seen every morning many 
strings totaling from fifty to 100 horse® 
doing different exercise. 

The boys at Marsh’s come from the 
better classes. They are most strictly 
looked after. Those who need it go 
to night school. All must go to church 
on Sunday. The surpllced choir In 
Mnrsh's private chapel Is made tip of 
eighteen boys and men. 

In the trainer's private resldvnco 
there are any number of valuable rac¬ 
ing mementoes and curiosities The 
walls are covered with oil paintings of 
the fnmous winners he has trained. 
The dining-room Is decorated with gold 
and silver cups he has won or which 
have been presented to him by pa tram a. 
He la a splendid host nnd the King nnd 
other owners often visit him and have 
some merry and good meals after a 
consultation regarding their strings. 
The Queen and the whole royal famui: 
have visited the house and lunchetfr 
there. They catne to see Persimm »n Iri 
n trial on the private courage and took 
many photographs of him and of tha 
whole establishment. 

Visitors to Egerton House have been 
surprised to And it such a truly pala¬ 
tial place, but they have been more 
surprised that the chiefs of depart¬ 
ments and higher employes are Uni¬ 
versity graduates and get big salaries. 
Even the women clerks are of a high, 
cl us*. Rut as his employes come iv 
great deal In contact with his patron#* 
Marsh sought out only those of refine¬ 
ment and education. The training busi¬ 
ness has many good openings now¬ 
adays. Among recent trainers are two 
fnen of title and several retired "fa¬ 
cers of the army.

W ADY HALF A. Oct. 17.—For 
the past two days I have 
been steaming up the Nile, 
above Egypt, through one of 
the oldest lands of the globe. I have 
been traveling through the country 
which belonged to Noah’s grandfather, 
Cush, and which in later days was 
known to the Greeks and Romans aJ 
Ethiopia. The Egyptians called It Nu¬ 
bia. from their word noub, which means 
gold, and It Is known that a large part 
of the gold of ancient times came from 
It. There are miners working it to-day. 
It has been recently parceled out by 
the Government to three English syn¬ 
dicates. with capital ranging from a 
quarter of a million dollars to one mil¬ 
lion and a half dollars, and one of these 
companies, known as the Soudan Gold¬ 
field. Limited, has already sunk three 
shafts In the ancient workings of Om 
Nabard 1 and Is now building a railroad 
to connect them with the Government 
line which crosses the desert from 
Wady Haifa to Abu Hamid. % 

Ancient Nubia had a considerable 
population, and it was noted for its 
riches and power. It was something of 
a country at about the time the pyra¬ 
mids were built, and In the most pros¬ 
perous days of old Egypt it had large 
towns and magnificent temples dedi¬ 
cated to the worship of the Egyptian 
gods. On my way hero I passed Abu 
Slmbel, a great temple on the banks of 
the Nile, whlfch was cut out of the rocks 
by Raineses II.. the Pharaoh who op¬ 
pressed the Egyptians and would not 
let them go; and a little further down 
the river lies the Temple of the Lions, 
where that same old King himself was 

worshiped as a god. 

• • • 

Was Once Powerful. 


Nubia was a tributary to the Phara¬ 
ohs until 1100 B. C. It then became in¬ 
dependent, and later still Its armies 
overran Egypt and conquered it. As 
other nations came Into the lower part 
of the Nil© 4 valley they sent armies 
against the Nubians, only to be driven 
back, and at the time the Romans 
ervtered Egypt the country was ruled by 
a succession of Queens named Candace, 
one of whom made war upon Rome. 
Shortly after Christ the people adopted 
Christianity, |and later, when the Mo¬ 
hammedans took possession of Egypt 
and the Upj*r Nile Valley, they were 
converted to Mohammedanism. They 
are still followers of the prophet, and 
they formed some of the boldest sol¬ 
diers of the Mahdi in his recent war

The charge for the food 
alone is $2 per day. and the fare with¬ 
out food for the two-days' trip Is $25. 

I do not find travel in Africa at all 
cheap. If one travels along the Nile he 
must expect to sp-nd $10 or $15 a day. 
the cost Increasing os he goes up the 
river. My trip from Shellal to Khar¬ 
toum and back by rail and steamer, not 
very much longer than from New York 
to Chicago, will be $115, or about six 
cents per mile, and I shall doubtless 
have to pay at Khartoum a hotel rate 
of at lenst $5 per day. Almost every 
good hotel In Egypt charges that much, 
and the extras are proportionately high. 
• • • 

Cheap Travel Bad. 

If one attempts to travel economically 
he must expect many discomforts. On 
this boat first-class passengers only nr© 
carried. We have some second and 
third-class passengers, but they live not 
on the steamer, but on a low barge, 
which we tow along by our side. This 
barge has a flat deck of rough boards 
covered by a roof. The people upon lb 
carry their own bedding and lay It 
down on the boards. They must sup¬ 
ply their own food. and. as the servants 
or the first-class passengers and na¬ 
tives. who are none too clean, go in 
that way. the company Is not overly 
desirable. Besides It Is very cold after 
dark, and those who sleep on the decks 
have the desert breezes blowring ov*»r 
them all night long. It Is cooler here 
than in Egypt, although we are nearer 
the equator. I have a woolen blanket 
on my bed and on top of that a heavy 
traveling rug. and still am none too 
warm. In the early morning I wear an 
overcoat when on deck, although a t

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L ACE CURTAINS, more or less 
heavy with embroidery snd 
edged with lace, are such a se¬ 
rious Item In the housemother's 
list of work which must have her per¬ 
sonal attention that her best plan is to 
put them Into the hands of a profes¬ 
sional cleaner If her time be of value 
foi other purposes and her purse ade¬ 
quate to the hard pul) of tho profes¬ 
sional bill. 

As an important and Initial measure, 
examine the curtalna and repair them 
faithfully., If a atltch be broken, take 
It up in such a fashion that It will seem 
like the original weave. It a hole gaps 
upon you. lay o bit of lace under It and 
6 am It deftly, blending the edges of the 
hit of underlying lace with the main 
body of the curtain until the Join la not 
visible to the casual observer. 

If the scallop outer edge of the cur¬ 
tain be frayed, run a double thread 
along the curve to keep it In eliape. and 
go over the frayed places with button- 
bole stitches, neatly imitating the orig¬ 
inal scallop. 

Be careful not to draw the thread too 
tightly, as it will shrink sway from the 
aurtain In the wash, and the rent be 
made worse. When you think the task 
Is done, hold up the curtain between 
you and the light and scrutinize It nar¬ 
rowly for thin spots that will break 
forth Into boles under the operator's 
band. 

1 take It for granted that you have a 
room that can be utilised for the cere¬ 
mony. My mentor thought her spare 
room none too good. Bui she protected 
the carpet with a rubber sheet. Tho 
best conceivable place is an attic that 
baa a clean floor. Lay thick white wrap¬ 
ping paper down first. 

Stretch a sheet ovor this und tack to 
an uncarpeted floor.

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Wet them well; begin at the top of 
the curtain and scrub steadily toward 
the bottom. 1 he suds should be so 
strong as to lalhur richly under the 
brush. 

Tho scrubbing over, and if the cur¬ 
tains be very dirty, you should ex¬ 
change tho suds in the bowls for clean 
twice at least for a pair; get pure tepid 
water, and. having wiped the suds off 
with soft linen towels, wash the brushes 
and dip them in the clean water. Swab 
the curtalna freely with the rinsing 
water, wipe them from end to end with 
dry linen cloths and. leaving them on 
the floor, admit all the air and s*n- 
ehlno that can oe coaxed Into the room. 

IRONING CURTAINS 

In the course of an hour or two look 
In again, and If the curtains are nearly 
dry—Just damp enougn to be eligible to 
the n 'ding table —undo ilieui 1 usefully 
from their moorings, fold and curry 
them to the laundry. 

Iron upon a frv«.|», flne sheet, drawn 
taut over several folds of flannel, or a 
blanket worn thin by much wc*r and

Iron on the wrong side of the em¬ 
broidery. 

If you .vouM dry-clean your cur¬ 
tains the preliminaries of mending, 
brushing and shaking must be attend¬ 
ed to as scrupulously as in washing 
them. 


The curtalna must, also, oe fastened 
securely to the door or carpet, or to a 
table If you have one larg 1 enough. 

Lay a clean sheet under it. The sub¬ 
stratum of thick paper may be omit¬ 
ted. 

* Provide yourself with a new and 
perfectly clean “complexion brush.'* 
and put it to a better usc than that 
denoted by the name. 

If there are two or more curtains, 
get a couple of brushe5. Sift Into a 
big pan three quarts of flour, cnix 
with it a cupful of flne table salt, and 
set In the oven to dry. stirring now 
and then. 

If the pan be heated i « fore the flour 
goes Into It. It will hold the warmth 
longer than would a coin vessel. The 
sailed flour inu*t be quite hot, yet not 
In the least discolored. The heal facili¬ 
tates the plows* of cleaning. 

Throw a handful o' the mixture 
upon one end of the curtain, and rub 
it su-adlly. lirmly. yet gently, into the 
lace. 

Proceed In ’this manner until you 
have treated every thread and mush 
and flgure. Take a handful of the 
flour at a time. and. should It cool too 
fast, set It again In the oven 

Curtains h yv with uppilque em¬ 
broidery should be treated on both 
sMes The first scrubbing over, brush 
off the soiled Hour, and apply fresh,

Take out the plna, or tacks, then Uft 
the curtain by the four corners and 
carry it into the open air. Hang It 
over a clothes line, shaky gently to 
dislodge the loose flour and let the wind 
do the rest. 

Should the day be still as well as dry, 
you may have to lend a hand to the 
tank by a series of careful shakes when 
you are ready to iron the curtalna. Lay 
♦«ch on the Ironing sheet, spread thin 
dampened cheesecloth (tfght In weigh! 
and sheer) over. It. and iron on the 
wrong side, pressing luurd upon the fig¬ 
ures to bring them into clear relief on 
the right. 

The damp flour supplies the slight 
stiffness desirable to keep the curtalni 
y smooth. It is well known to everybody 
that a touch of atarch will prevent thin 
stuffs and linen from soiling so soon as 
they would if limp. 

To starch our curtains stiffly would 
hinder them from hanging in soft, large 
folds, and make them brittle. 

To Wash White Lace in the Old 
Way. 

Our foremothers set apart a special 
Ca K fo *; the oeremony of tace-waohing. 
ord did up* yards upon yards of the 
figured cobwebs that were accounted 
riches as truly as gold and lands. 

The laces were put to soak overnight 
In warm water. 

Next morning they were washed In 
tepid suds made of rip© old soup, so 
bland that there was no risk of drnstlo 
alkali tuting into the cobwebs. 

They washed with their own fingers, 
tcnoerly. but getting out all the dirt, 
and passing through never less than 
three rinsing waters. 

They kept a store of blg-bodled bot¬ 
tles for the next and roost delicate 
stage of the operation. Tail bottlea, aa 
well as big of girth, were in demand. 

One woman whoso laces stood next to 
her flesh and blood In her matronly af¬ 
fections. went to the pains und expense 
of denuding two large demijohns of 
their casings and used them for her 
lace cleaning. 

They were kept uncrer lock and key 
when not In use. 

The bottles were wound with strips of 
old linen from neck to bottom. Each 
strip of lace was pulled Into shape while 
wet, and still dump, and was boated 
round und round like u winding stair¬ 
case upon the linen-swathed bottle. 

1 say "basted” because the term ap¬ 
plies to stitches set for a temporary 
put pose. But the work, dono wtth a 
flno needle and No. *G cotton, was a 
work of art. 

Every point and acallop had a stitch 
of ita own. and the selv&ged opposite 
line was laid In place by a thread. 

\\ hen the last stitcli was set the bot¬ 
tle was dipped Into pure, soft water, 
set In the window where the sun lay 
longest and hottest and left there all 
day. 

Once In every hour tho bottle wax 
moistened and turned to let the other 
sid*- get the benefit of the sun and air. 

The lace was thus not Quite dry when 
It was token off at evening. Each 
stitch wus dipped with a pair of keen 
sciasors. To puli on a thread would 
endanger a flgure or point. 

The liberated web was laid lightly, 
not to drain It out of shape, on the 
Ironing board and pressed with a hot 
iron over several folds of flannel and 
through a cambric pocket handkerchief. 
Finally It was folded in lengths, am n 
as it had when it was bought, and Laid 
away in a box with ;t close lid. 

If there be a better way of doing up 
lace t'dglng* and Insertions than that 
practiced in a time so distant that we 
think of is as twlllght-land. I have 
never found It 

I still wind my narrower Valenciennes, 
thread, point, duchess and maline laces 
on a blg-bodled bottle a^d set it In tho ^ 
southern window on a sunny day. and 
they last me well and long 

To Clean I>ry Lace. 

Dry-cleansing is a product of ths 
latest yesis 01 u»e nlneiayith century- 
one of the oounucss labor-made-easy 
devices we arc luTcming os J*ti« grows 
scarce and luted ndp dearer. 

Frepari. the hot sailed flour as direct¬ 
ed a white ago. regulating the quantity 
by the nuiuDcr of pieces you have to 
clean. Half All a healed psa with the 
het mixture put in your lace uml go 
thtough the motions of washing, as 
with i*uda. 

Work carefully lo avoid unnecessary 
friction, but rub every part of the lace 
bctweeti your Angers, as If you Wore 
scaping it and then working the soap 
into the soiled lace. 

Having gone over It twice in this 
manner, shake out the loose flour, cover 
with a fresh supply so generous that the 
lace is burled out of sight, and set away 
for a day. 
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You may have to repeat tne p»uuv— 
On Uio uioirow if the luce be sudiy 
/toiled. When 11 is as you would have it. 
cover with an old. flne handkerchief, 
evenly dampened, and Iron. 

It will look almost as alee as when 
new. 

To Clean Cream-Colored or Ecru 
Lacea. 

Tne visitor to the world-famed Vene¬ 
tian lacu factories has a new und not 
altogether pleasant sensation when. In 
reply to hi* demand for antique lacu, 
he is Informed, unblushingly. by tho ob¬ 
sequious salesman that "uiiy design se¬ 
lected by the Mgnor may be made an¬ 
tique In a few huura.” 

Knowing what a poor sham the **an- 
Uque** Is, we cling to the notion that 
dignity, if not value, is attached to yel¬ 
lowed lace. The fort-mothers we were 
talking of Just now esteemed the Jaur- 
dlee tlng v of laces as old ns themselves 
us a hallmark of high respectability, 
and preserved it by lawful means wnen 
they could. Some did not hold with 
bleaching laces In the sun. 

They were dried in the shade and thus 
kepi their color. Hu.<«etunvx the heir¬ 
looms were surreptitiously dipped Into 
black coffee, sometlmce Into saffron 
tea. 

You may clean ecru or cream-colorea 
laces with gasoline, exercising due varo 
not to have artinclal light of any kind 
in the room. 

Put the soiled lace into an earthen¬ 
ware bowl. Cove* deep with gasoline 
and wash a* in suds. If you can get a 
pair of rubber gloves, draw them on 
your bonds and fasten at the wrist be¬ 
fore falling to work. 

Gasoline acts unhappily upon tender 
skins. Smsc the lace up and down In 
the liquid, paying especial attention to 
the soiled places. Then set the bowl 
In a pan of boiUng water, throw a thick 
cloth over both, and leave the lace In 
the gasoline until the water in tha outer 
vessel Is cold. Uft the lace, lay In a 
clean cloth and squeeze out the gaso¬ 
line. 

Shake and bong In tho open air. \% hen 
It is drv. dampen, spread on the Ironing 
table and pail. Inch by Urch. Into shape.

Valuable luce—and good lace is al¬ 
ways valuatde—Is worth all tho labor 
and skill lmpth*d In this ru. jpe for ren- 
ovsting it Special care must be given to 
the delicate task or coaxing the dump- 
Akers and figures Into shape. 

»\ ide laces should be spread on th\> 
covered board and basted to it with 
very flne cotton. Every point an/1 curve 
of the edge should have a stitch. 

Professional cleaners make an extra 
charge when this Is done—another rea¬ 
son why the economical Inca owner 
should learn to do It ut home. 

Do not l>c tempted into using bleaches 
In the operation If the lace be badly 
soiled, ntr a llttlf borax Into the water 
in which It Is snaked aud washed. 
It Is safe and efficacious. 

If you are rich In laces and prlz^them 
aright, you will do well to keep on hand 
thin, long boards, or pasteboards, to 
wind the cleaned laces on before put¬ 
ting *hem away.

Lace shuwts should not be folded, but 
dropped tightly, each In a separata box.

alphabetically for convenience. They 
do not In any case give all the rem¬ 
edies. but all those most likely to be 
found In the ordinary household: 

Alcohol—Strong coffee; aromatic spir¬ 
its of ammonia; keep body warm ajvl 
head cold. 

Aniline Inks or Dyes-Brandy or 
whisky; aromatic spirits of ammonia; 
keep patient In horizontal position and 
supply plenty of fresh air. 

Arsenic. Fly Paper, Fowder’s Solu¬ 
tions. Etc.—Starch, linseed o l, elm&ark. 
mucilage, sweet oil gruel; keep patient 
warm and give brandy or whisky to 
prevent collapse. 

Benzine—Muaturd; plenty of* fresh 
air. 

Camphor—Mustard, then castor oil 
af.er vending: bianSy or alcohol; hot 
water bottles, etc. 

Carbolic Acid Alcohol, followed by 
water: vinegar or white of egg; apply 
warmth to extremities. 

Carbonic Acid—Supply oxygen; cold 
water thrown on face; coffee. 

Chlrtrofnrm—Strong, hot coffee; hot 
and cold douches, restore resplratln*! 
by working arms; If Inhaled, not swal¬ 
lowed. lower head and pull tongue for¬ 
ward to admit fresh air.

W HILE the long sleeve wUl 
doubtless be worn on all 
outdoor garments this sea¬ 
son, very short sleeves are 
co be seen on alt house ana evening 
dresses, making pretty, well-rounded 
arms almost a necessity.

The greatest evil that presents itself 
on the arms Is the superabundance of 
hair—a trouble common to many wom¬ 
en. These, of course, can be taken off 
by means of electricity, but tho expense 
Is great and the process very painful 
ard slow. There Is, however, a pro¬ 
prietary article now on the market that 
has worked wonderful results, and l 
shall be glad to recommend this depila¬ 
tory to any readers wh > have this trou¬ 
ble to contend with. 

At this season of-the year women aro 
very apt to slip a loose garment over 
their short-sleeve blouse and run across 
to a neighbor's. This practice will chap 
tho hands and arms and leave them In 
a bad condition. One of tho best pom¬ 
ades for chapped hands and arms Is 
made as follows: 

Cocoa butter, one ounce; oil of sweet 
almonds, one ounce; oxide of zinc, one 
drachm; borax, one drachm; oil of ber¬ 
gamot, six drops. Heat the cocoa but¬ 
ter and oil of almonds in a double boil¬ 
er and when thoroughly mixed add to 
them the zinc and borax. Stir until it 
Is quits cool and then add the berga¬ 
mot. The oxide of xlnc in this pomade 
is very healing. Hub It well Into the 
hands und arms at night If they are 
chapped, and you will have good re¬ 
sults. 

Many simple exercises are good for 
the development of the forearm. A wim¬ 
ple pulley rigged up on the back of 
your door Is very good One of 
simplest methods of increasing 
size of the forearm is to 
stand erect and extend the arms 
out straight, dosing the hand tightly 
over some object like a w*d of tightly 
rolled paper. While the full arm Is 
thus extended raise the forearm and 
try to touch the shoulder and then go 
back to the original outstretched posi¬ 
tion. This is really one of the best 
ways of developing the muscles of both 
the foro and upper arms. Another 
simple exercise is to clasp the hands 
at the back of the neck, working the 
two elbows forward as much as pos¬ 
sible. Both of these exerclee^-should 
be taken in a loose gown and after the 
corsets have been removed. 

Some women are burdened with too 
much flesh on the forearm, and to 
them I can only say that constant 
scrubbing wrilh hot water and a rough 
brush will help -them mbre than any¬ 
thing. “Kneading” the flesh la also 
very beneltctal. as it seems to break 
up the particles o{ fat^ leaving tho 
arm In a more pliable condition. The 
woman who has a very stout arm 
should also avoid tightly-fitting 
sleeves, as they only tend to draw at¬ 
tention to the sixe of her arm. A loose 
sleeve will hide the size and relieve the 
redness very much. 

In connection with the care and 
proper exercising of the arms much 
thought and time should, of course, be 
given to the hands and nails* for they 
are very important adjuncts to a wom¬ 
an's beauty. Indeed, schools are now 
established which train women to use 
their hands properly and to help re¬ 
mold the shape of both the hand and 
each individual finger. I will take up 
the care of the hand in a future arti¬ 
cle.

T HE tttle of “sweet sixteen” has 
to mo always been sadly mis¬ 
placed. Pretty twenty-one 
would be much truer, for In 
reality there is no age more trying than 
sixteen. Girls who have reached that 
number of years are either too young 
to do one thing, or too old to do tho 
other. It may be a sweet age to study, 
but to actually live through, I think 
every girl looks back to It aa a night¬ 
mare. And mothers are often sorely 
perplexed with the question of whnt 
style is proper for a miss of that age. 
Perhaps these few suggestions will be 
welcome to such mothers. At least wo 
hope so. 

Tho very popular Peter Thompson 
suit, which, in reality is merely a 
type of sailor suit, is always to be 
purchased ready-made, but the price 
is high and the style rather severe. 
To-day we are showing one of the 
newest sailor-suit models. Blouses are 
among tho most practical and becoming 
/models for a girl whose figure is as 
yet unformed, and for outing and school 
no better Style could be suggested. To 
make a dress of this model for a miss 
of sixteen woul^j^equlre five yards of 
double width goods. Solid colors mak* 
up best, and a gray French serge trim¬ 
med with red braid, red belt and tie Is 
a most effective combination. Tan and 
brown are also popular. 

Another problem that confronts the 
mothers is what style of goods to.use 
for the afternoon and church gown. As 
to fabrics, they are manifold, but 
cheapest and most effective among 
them are the henriettas, cashmeres and 
wool batistes. Oftentimes the miss of 
sixteen is/‘lanky,” and a dress that has 
a few tiny ruffles on it will set the skirt 
out and relieve her of that tall and thin 
appearance, while touches of velvet 
about the bodice will always make any 
dress becoming to the girl who Is bur¬ 
dened with & sallow skin. Styles for 
misses should be chosen as those for 
their mothers, and that Is acajrdlng to 
their respective figures. The girl w ho Is 
slim should select a skirt with some 
fullness about the hips. This little aft¬ 
ernoon frock Is essentially one for the 
young girl without hips, as there is suf¬ 
ficient fullness both in the skirt and 
blouse to give her ton easy, graceful 
effect, and the epaulets give her breadth 
of shoulder line.

I N this day of soaring meat prices 
the housewife must summon all her 
Ingenuity to stretch her usual al¬ 
lowance for meat over the seven 
days of the week. Many women who 
have a really comfortable Income now 
serve meat on the table but once a day, 
and If the menus are # properly planned, 
very attractive breakfasts and lunch¬ 
eons can be served without meat, which 
is reserved for diqner. So-called \eg- 
.'table and Italian paste dishes enriched 
with meat stock, or beef essence, are 
also served in tho place of a regulation 
meat dish. 

Many women who once depended 
upon steaks, chops and other choice 
pieces of beef meat ea*y 10 P re R? rC * 
have been obliged of late toffall back on 
cheaper cuts. Herein the danger 
for the family palate. Cheap cuts must 
he prepared with Infinite care or they 
are flavorless and unpalatable. Slow 
cooking over a low tire with carcfull> 
selected flavoring is the secret of suc¬ 
cess in handling all cheap cuts of meat. 
Hero are some suggestions worth fol- 

°Betf Stew with Vegetables—Buy lean 
beef, cut from the rump or roumJ. or 
croHi rib .without any bones and Just 
a little fat. Cut these in pieces about 
three Inches long and an inch wide and 
thick. Roll in a mixture of flour, pepper 
and salt; have ready in a hut skillet 
plenty of drippings, slice Into this a 
small onion, cook until golden brown. 
Lay in the beef carefully so that you 
can turn it as it browns. When It Is a 
rich brown color on all sides, remove to 
a kettle, add an equal amount of raw 
potatoes and carrots (that Is. os much 
carrots and potatoes together as you 
have meat.) The potatoes and carrots 
should t>e cut In good-stzed dice, not too 
small. Now in the skillet you should 
have left some drippings. If there are 
not enough to cover the bottom of th® 
pan add a little butter, rub Into this all 
the flour the drippings will absorb, add 
slowly milk and water, half and half, to 
make a thin creamy gravy, pour this 
over the meat, potatoes and carrots 
(there should be enough to completely 
cover the meat and vegetables) set far 
back on the stove and simmer gently 


finish some finely chopped parsley, and 
if you have any cold vegetables like 
peas or beans, cut them fine and add. 
Also, If you have it on hand you can 
use soup stock instead of the milk and 
water, which makes a far more nourish¬ 
ing dish. A tablespoonful of good wine 
added Just before serving gives it a 
snappy flavor suggestive of restaurant 
fare. 

Beefsteak with Tomatoes—Select 
rump steak on Inch and a half thick, 
open a can of tomatoes and turn them 
gently Into a colander. The Juice will 
run through Into a stew’ pan set under 
the colander and leave some large pieces 
uf tomatoes in the upper vessel. Spread 
your rump steak on a platter or meat 
board and gently lift the large pieces of 
tom&toe* from the colander and arrange 
them on the steak like a filling. Scatter 
over this salt, pepper and bits of but¬ 
ter. Now roll It up and tie firmly with 
a cord, lay It in the pan, spread bit* of 
butter on top or overlay it with very 
thin slices of bacon or salt pork. Pour 
around the pan the tomato Juice that 
drained from the colander, some meat 
stock if you have it. bits of butter, and 
over all dredge lightly a little flour. 
Bake at least an hour—longer if the 
steak is very large, basting frequently.

of drama in America. It Is a singular 
characteristic of these essays In theatri¬ 
cal Idealism that the Ideas are almost al¬ 
ways ghastly In one way or another. 

Daly’s programme began with **Tho 
Shirkers." at the start of which a erased 
mnn half-killed a woman, and at the end 
of which she completed the homicide all 
by herself. ‘The Shirkers" was a prob¬ 
lem drama of lonesomeness, the gist of 
it being that persons who shirk their duty 
of living, and stink out of life by sul- 
cldvm are cowards. Do you see? F ur 
audiences did, but they didn't go awny to 
tell that the problem and lla elucidation 
were entertaining; for the house was too 
nearly empty to warrant a continuance, 
nnd that murder play ceased abruptly. 
8tlll. there’s the maklhg of a drama in 
that theme. As C. M. S McLellan tack es 
It in this tragodetto* a man In a Lmion 
crowd and a man on a bleak English 
hr-.ith aro alike lonesome; and one woman 
bears the deadly brunt of both their mor¬ 
bid predicaments. Tne particulars are 
not worth giving here. But there is the 
subject, If you ore a genius—or If you 
think you are—for you to write a great 
novel or drama with & lonely man In its 
center. 

About the hari-kari tragedy of "The 
Martyr.'* It Is spoken by four Japanese 
In their native language. A summary of 
the plot Is printed In the playbill, and the 
audience openly rends It. That Is note¬ 
worthy. No modish New Yorker would 
confess Ignorance of French by perusing 
n synopsis of a Bernhardt play, or of 
opera In Italian or German or even of 
Naxlmova in Russian; but It wUl do to 
confess inability to understand Japanese. 
However, the action of "The Martyr" ts 
so graphic that the purport Is as clear as 
a voiceless pantomime. The two malts 
actors are not such neat, trim little Japs 
as the recent war in Asia pictured to 
the world In soldierly arrays They were 
tall, lank fellows. In the old-time cos¬ 
tumes of their country, with faces ugly 
as gorillas' when In repose, and frightful 
as demons when in agitation. 1 have 
seen such faces on Oriental fans, vases 
and screens, nnd I recall some like them 
in nightmares; but never hitherto have 1 
seen them alive. 

The two actresses don't match up with 
Gilbert’s nattering travesties of Toklo 
girls in "The Mikado," nor with those 
posed for Japanese nrt in cross-legged 
counts and angle-backed curtsies; nor 
yet have they any of the quaint pretti¬ 
neas of the Geishas that I saw at the St. 
Louts Fair, and are common, I suppose, 
in the tea houses of Japan. Con it be 
that the aristocratic ladles of Toklo are 
so much worse off for good looks than 
the public danseuses? Hanako, the 
starred tragedienne of tho company, en¬ 
acts a belle supposed to bo irresistibly 
charming; yet she could be no unsigh tiler 
a woman unless her pigmy size were in¬ 
creased to ordinary stature. At the be¬ 
ginning of the play she thrums a mando¬ 
lin to please her lover, dances awkwardly 
on stilts, and is clumsilv blithesome in 
antic- that make her and the three others 
look like decrepit yet still tricky monkeys 
In a cage.

A Hideous Tragedy. 



Out of thst crude comedy of a young 
Japanese's girl's merriment comes a 
tragedy more hideous »n realism than any 
which Caucasian drama presume* to ex¬ 
hibit. Hnnako for a Joke changes clothes 
with her maid servant and places her 
where her lover will mistake her for tho 
mistress. He is so angered by the sub¬ 
stitute's fooling that he is about to prick 
her with his sword, when the Indy's 
brother, thinking It Is she who is thus 
mistreated, draws his blade on the suitor. 
Tho actors are Ynmnnka and Yoshik&wa. 
Tho ugliness of their fnces becomes mo¬ 
bile as they fight. They are what our 
actors call muggers. Their grimaces are 
a« violently expressive of rage and 
hatred, murderous hope and terrified 


dread, while they slaBh and thrust with 
their long swords, as the musks which 
Grecian actors wore to express greater 
frenzies of emotion than was possible to 
their bure visages. As the combat pro¬ 
ceeds Yamaokii slyly .stn-ukn hla naked 
arm with red to look like a cut and the 
spectators shiver. Soon Yoshikawu claps 
his hand full of crimson smear to his 
hip, and a murmur of horror runs 
through the house. Thus the antagonists 
wobnd each other until both are bloodied 
thoroughly. Then the lover gets a stab 
to the heart and writhes to death. 

Now comes Hanako's demonstration of 
Japanese dramatic art In a suicide by 
hari-kari; that Is to say. and I must say 
It to be descriptive, though It may make 
you flinch as you read, she places the 
point of a big knife am Inst her abdomen, 
slowly forces It In among her vitals, and 
very lingeringly dies. It la the Japanese 
aristocrat's privilege, as you know, to be 
his own executioner when sentenced to 
death, or when his keen sense of honor 
calls for self-slaughter; and it is said 
that usually no sooner does the blade 
puncture him thun it friend stabs him to 
the heart, thus shortening his ordeal. 

1 here Is no such elimination of torture 
in Hanako's hari-kari. Those who see 
It scorn to lose sight of the fact that It la 
make-believe, and to view it as reality. 
And. Indeed, the imitation is wondrous!y 
actualistic. The actress uses a nick 
knife, the blade of which recedes Info tho 
handle, and at the same time releases a 
red fluid; so that the Illusion of a blade 
slowly piercing her body to a depth of 
six Inches and of blood spreading from 
the wound over her white robe, is a gris¬ 
ly horror. Every second in three minutes 
that seem like ten brings a change of 
grimace to the actress’ mobile little face, 
from the first shudder of pain through 
th»* wry contortions of agony to the final 
spasms of dissolution. Yet some folks go 
from "The Martyr" to their usual after- 
theater supper.

Heal Thrillers. 

By the way. and as to horrific thrills at 
tin* theater, the mclodramatista are hard 
put to It for new things to do. It Is 
forty yeurs since Dion Bouclcault and Au¬ 
gustin Daly went to law with the ques¬ 
tion whether one In "After Dark" or the 
other In "Under the Gaslight" had the 
right of originality to the scene of a hero 
bound to a railway track for a train to 
run over, but dragged away In the nick 
of time by a fr.end who had been kept a 
prisoner until the last moment possible to 
a rescue. The tensity of that situation 
has been strained till it Is stretched to 
laxity, and no more can it be made to 
pull at an audiences' heartstrings. Jos. 
Arthur used it with fresh ingenuity In 
"Blue Jeans" twenty years later by hav¬ 
ing the—^LHain bind the hero on a ma¬ 
chine wT*ch moved him along toward a 
buaz sak until the heroine br**ke out of 
the mill's office to save him. Since that, 
the playwrights have let vice put virtue 
undi-r cottar.-presses, ston ©breakers, all 
manner of elevated ears, unt.l now you 
couldn t make an audience hold Its breath 
over any possible peril of machinery Too 
many thousands of times have the en¬ 
dangered chaps been rescued to x>crmlt of 
doubt In any possibly case. 

I devoted a recent evening to a play 
wh.ch strove in vain to arouse a mob of 
an audience by fastening a miui in nn ore 
crusher, and another evening went to 
waste at a play whlrh endeavored to 
utilize the dramatic element of suspense 
by shotting a girl in an nuthouse, with a 
bomb under It nnd a fuse sizllng it* way 
toward an explosion. No sensations came 
to ^h© assembly, nor did anything to 
write much nbcut come to me. Everybody 
knew there*d be nobody hurt. A little 
nfbre effectual, though, is the arousal 
nnd suspense of interest In "Through 
Death Valley." when a good young man 
is tied to one stake, a bad rattlesnake 
to another, and a fire Is left to bum 
away the serpent's cord, so that It seems 
sure to Mte the poor fellow, who then 
will be left to die miserably of the 
pi» son. The rattler Is llfellk*. the fire la 
genuine, the man Is an eloquent complain- 
er. and the effect is such that, no doubt, 
we shall have a *pdl of venomous reptiles 
In melodrama. 

In the la*'k of any dramatic new thing 
to respect fully take ofT my hut to I 
have sought in the low-price.

ful performance. The star herself rarely

MARSHAL THEIR ARGUMENTS. 


Sheriff A. Scott Bullitt was busy all 
yesterday having frfxty-three special 
deputy sheriff* sworn In at the County 
Court, to serve on election day. The 
men appointed were taken from both 
parties and from all walks of life, the 
majority of them being lawyer* and 
business men. The new deputies were 
appointed, according to Mr. Bullitt, 
only to help insure and expedite and 
quiet and exact distribution of ballot 
boxes. He does not anticipate any dis¬ 
turbances. 

Sheriff Bullitt made the following 
eta ement in explanation of his ap- 
poi utmenits: 

“ ,n addition to locating the voting 
places and furnishing voting booths 
the Sheriff of Jefferson county is re¬ 
quired by law to dfllvc? to the offi¬ 
cers of election the ballot boxes of 210 
precincts in the city and county. This 
requires the services of a great many 
more deputies than the regular force 
of twenty-five or thirty men. In past 
years the Sheriff has been in the habit 
of delivering the boxes at the polling 
places and leaving them there over 
night. Many of them were taken dic¬ 
ing the night by unknown persons and 
filled with ballots before the polls werO 
opened. There was no way of ascer¬ 
taining who was responsible for the 
failure to have the ballot boxes In prop¬ 
er shape when the voters began to ar¬ 
rive. 

"in order to avoid such occurrences 
at the coming election and to fix the 
resopnslbUlty for the proper handling 
of the ballot boxes, the law will b«- 
strictly followed and the box delivered 
lo the Sheriff of election in each pre¬ 
cinct on the day before the election. 
The Clerk of election who gets the bal¬ 
lots is of the opposite political party 
from tbe Sheriff of election, and thus 
live ballot book and? ballot box are kept 
separate urutil the polls open. If any* 
thing goes wrong with the ballot box 
the responsibility I® thus fixed on the 
Sheriff o felection. In order to wave 
the ballot boxes delivered In each pre¬ 
cinct and to furnish extra boxes that 
may be nevessary on election day in 
case the regular box is filled with bal¬ 
lots before the day is over. I expect: to 
have sevoral special deputies for each 
-ward In addition to the ^goilar force. 

"The men selected as deputies are 
pf the highest standing and In no way 
connected with either party, and their 
names constitute a guaranty of fair¬ 
ness in every respect 

••On election day I shall be In the 
Sheriff's office at the courthouse from 
the time the polls open until the coun. 
is over In order to attend as 1 fa® 
possible in person any complaints tna 
may be made The candidates on both 
tickets state that they wish a fair ami 
orderly election, and the PubUc alao 
demands It and I intend to lend every 
effort possible and take every precau¬ 
tion toward attaining that end.

Hot 
blood followed and as too often happens, 
bad blood a* well The personal in the 
policeman wo* stronger than the official, 
and violence and fraud came as again

.et me repeat thnt this is no excuse for 
that <lay. nor can any man and the least 
of all inen can a Democrat enter any 
plea In Justification of a wrong to any 
citizen on election or any other day by 
the officials appointed, armed and sworn 
to keep the peace and to protect the city 
and its voters.

Nearly a hundred people were there, 
and when the detectives walked in unan¬ 
nounced there was a mud scramble Men 
made for anything that In the least sug¬ 
gested an exit. Much relief wu* felt when 
they found that no one was to be arrest¬ 
ed and were allowed to depart without 
the ride In the patrol wagon that usually 
accompanies a raid of the polio**. 

Before the tleteotlve** |«*ft they had re- 
cured the flam * of forty-one occupant* 
of the place and these will be uivd Iwttr. 
Tho detectives were under the Imprnqon 
that a book was hing run nt th*- place, 
but they found no telegraph instruments 
or other evidence. When th** place wap 
vi«itcd later s.x tables arid three time* as 
many chair* were in the room nnd tier* 
was a liberal sprinkling of cards about 
th** floor. 

Mik* Quinn, the proprietor, said later, 
that there were only n couple of frlendlv 
game* going on In 111 * pin**©, and *ald 
that the police upncc***snrll> frightened 
his patron* in raiding the place. Quinn 
has only been -proprietor of the "Turf 
Exchange" for n f*-w months. The bar i» 
on the first floor, while a gum and Mi¬ 
llard room occupies the second flo>r, The 
saloon was formerly occupied by -p tp" 
Clark, and adjoins Loevcnh irt*« clothing 
store.

Something which attracts the at¬ 
tention of tourists in Mexico Is the 
peculiar and often ludicrous names 
given to the smaller shops, says a 
writer in Modern Mexico. Many times 
a name Is used that can in no way 
be suggested by the appearance of the 
shop, nor from the nature of the bust 
ness done by It. usually being, so 
far os there is any consistency or suit¬ 
ability. a misnomer. 

For instance, over the door of a very 
smjill and insignificant shop we see 
painted in letters so tall that all may 
read. "The Light «*f Day." Here are 
sold lead pencils, lottery tickets, can¬ 
dles. bread and penny "p isteles." 

A near neighbor to "The Light of 
Day," Just mentioned, was another, 
yet smaller and le.ss pretentious, which 
calls Itself "The Violet." tills bain* also 
the poetic name of a meat market In 
the adjacent street, Though hardly In 
keeping with the work dune In such 
a place, this name Is not yet so ex¬ 
pressive of Inconsistency as is tho 
name cf a larger market at som** dis¬ 
tance from the modest "Violet.” Here 
beneath the gentle word "Sympathy 1 
one sees suspended from pegs on the 
outside of the wall various kinds of 
wild game, even the Innocent deer, 
chockens and huge cuts of pork or beef, 
SHU, may It not be ;hat the proprietor 
is a generous soul who really dees sym¬ 
pathize? However, the person who Is 
able to view* this scene without feeling 
a am le creep over h s face la ceriainly 
not capable of appreciating the ludi¬ 
crous. 

Beyond this soft-hearted market. In a 
narrow stje^t, unpaved and lll-keut. we 
encountered a little pulque shop pa¬ 
triotically arrayed In gre n an l red 
paint, and avertlslng itself as "Love." 

At another comer store, whore the 
native drink is the principal article on 
sale, we read the sentimental title of 
"The Dream of Love." Still another 
shop of the same character less senti¬ 
mental. but more given to patriotism, 
wishes to be known as "Free* Mexico." 
while Its nearest neighbor speaks to all 
patftaers-by a "Good Night." 

Always on the less frequented streets 
and the older parte of the city It Is that 
one encounter* iheso curiously named 
places of business. "Providence" a 
name often seen, nnd "Star." "Moon" 
and "Sky" are common, both In the 
pulque shops and the small general 
stores. 

We found two of the latter bearing 
the name of "Night of Sorrow," or 
"Sorrowful Night." One small bushiffM 
house that Is more easily overlooked 
than found calls itself, perhaps from 
obscurity, "The African." Here were 
shown for sale a limited supply of 
bread, a few candle*, plrturf * of the 
Virgin nnd some home-made wax toys. 

Near to the "African" we saw an¬ 
other whose name had not been so ap¬ 
propriately chosen. All the paint re¬ 
maining on the building was a dull 
brown, yet It bore the title "The Blue 
Saloon." 

In the entire morning’s Journey the 
most suitably-named shop* we found 
were two in different ixirts of the city, 
each having the rational title of "Mis¬ 
cellany." consistent because in each 
cast* the stock consisted of a miscel¬ 
laneous collection of small articles. 

A very near neighbor to one of the 
"Miscellany." In an extremely contract¬ 
ed space, Is » narrow doorway over 
which one may read the startling an¬ 
nouncement. "The Door of the Sun. 
Here we saw principally small iioer 
baskets and feaihcr dusters. 

A few doors from "The Door of the 
Bun" we found "The Chocolate, taking 
Its name, perhaps, from Its dusky 
shade, both within and without the 
stock, consisting of bread, small cakes, 
eggs. etc. 0 

Another gay corner ^ore from the 
two doors of which fluttered In thi 
morning breeze. long strips of brightly

TO JOHNSON 




Colored Heavy weightphamp- 
ion Knocks Out Fireman 
At Frisco. 


FINISH IN ELEVENTH ROUND. 


Throughout Contest Negro Toys With 
His Opponent As a Cat Plays 
With a Rat. 


NOW AFTER TOMMY BURNS. 


S AN FRANCISCO. Nov. 2.—‘'You’re 
a clever nigger” were tho last 
words uttered by Jim Flynn, tho 
Colorado fireman, in his sched¬ 
uled forty-flve-round contest with Jack 
Johnson, the colored heavyweight, at 
Colma this afternoon. 

A straight right flush to the Jaw cut 
off further speech nnd Flynn ^toppled to 
the floor, completely out. The finishing 
blow was delivered In the eleventh round, 
and It took fully four minutes to resusci¬ 
tate defeated pugilist. 

Throughout the contest Johnson toyed 
with his antagonist as a terrier would a 
rat. It* the initial round he practically 
closed the Colorado man’s left eye, and 
thereafter made It a target for his un¬ 
erring left Jabs. Johnson landed at will 
on his man and seamed to have the con¬ 
test well in hand at all stages. He left 
the rink withou* a msirk. and only once 
did he receive a telling blow from his op¬ 
ponent. 

The beginning of the end came In the 
eleventh round. Near the eml of the 
round Flynn slipped to the mat from the 
impetus of a misdirected punch. Ho was 
up quickly, and as he rushed In Johnson 
clipped him In the pit of the stomach 
with a shortarm right upporcuL Flynn 
dropped to the floor and was carried to 
ids corner, the clang of the gong giving 
him a temporary respite. 

In the eleventh round Johnson taunted 
his man and dared nim to close quarters. 
Then Johnson, hacking away, shot a 
wicked straight right flush to the Jaw 
and Flynn sank to the floor utterly help¬ 
less and completely out 

Billy Roche, the refeice, after Die eon- 
tost said: "Johnson wa*«the better man 
and ho outclassed Flynn in every* depart¬ 
ment of the boxing game." 

Arrangements will at once be made to 
match Johnson and Tommy Burns for the 
world’s heavyweight championship of tho 
world. 

The attendance was large, many women 
being scattered about ttie arena The tc- 
voipt* probably will approximate $7,000. 

Denver Martin and Spike Kennedy, of 
Kansas C1*y. were scheduled to box 

a ter.-round preBrrrinary, enter*d the ring 
at 2:15 o'clock. The attendance was the 
largest at the Colma arena since tn«r 
Burns-Squirr* battle several months ago.

During the wait for the heavy¬ 
weights to upfH'nr Jack (Twin) Sullivan 
issued a challenge* to Al Kaufman. The 
loiter, who was at the ringside, announc¬ 
ed It.* acceptance.

Flvnn fought 
desperately in the sixth but the round 
ended with Johnson slirhtiv In the lead. 
Nc4tl)er man had any aDOarsot advant¬ 
age In the sixth. 

Flynn’s left eye was closed by a right 
swing In the seventh. 

Johnson sent Flvnn to the floor by 
tho whole force of hls bodv In the eighth, 
and wns Jeorfd by ti>e crowd. Wrestling 
and clinching cnuractortxed tho ninth 
round. 

Flynn was almost out when the bell 
rang. 

In round ten Flvnn rushed in. but 
Johnson sent him nwuy with, a succession 
of right and left short arm swings to the 
fuce.

It Is also not at oil unlikely that ar¬ 
rangements will be made to alter some 
of the plans of government ami that In¬ 
dividuals will receive some considera¬ 
tions. whether they do or- do not belong 
to cluhr The annual tour for next year 
will be discussed and plans will be laid 
for this event, which will he the greatest 
event of history. It Is not at all Im¬ 
probable that other plans of competition 
will be proposed, ana It Is not at all im¬ 
probable that automobile track racing 
will be set to one side. In such event all 
track racing will be without the pale of 
tho A. A A sanction.

A 
grrat deal of this fear of excessive ex¬ 
pense 1* unnecessary, yet there Is some 
reason why the general Impression pre¬ 
vail* that tire* are an expensive luxury 
to maintain on an automobile. 

The manufacturer* «>f automobile tires 
In America have progressed wonderfully 
In the last two year*, until to-day the 
user* of cars are getting double and triple 
the mileage they did a few venra ago The 
fault wn* about equally divided between 
the manufacturers of automobiles and the 
rnanufacturara of tires. The tires in the 


beginning were entirely too light, the can¬ 
vas webbing was of an inferior tiock and 
had not sufficient strength to utand the 
pressure put upon it by the Inner tube, 
wh.le the compounds that were used for 
making the envelope were fat; from being 
satfcfttctory. Another thing, the manu¬ 
facturers of automobiles were Insisting on 
put tint, too light a tire on too heavy a 
car. and to add to the difficulty they were 
putt'ng on too sntHll whe**!*. 

However, nil th.* hus changed now. 
Tlremaker.i aro putting ns good stock In | 
the envelopes and Inner tubes a s can be 
possibly obtained. Our American manu¬ 
facturer* have become experts, and they 
all seem to be endeavoring to excel, turn¬ 
ing out the best all-around tire that can 
possibly be made.

That Mt. Washington will see one of 
the greatest touring contests ever known 
seem* certain. The plana are being laid 
for a contest of one week, to take place 
next summer. The contest will require 
200 miles of hard traveling daily for the 
first five days, with a climb to th^ top of 
Mt Washington the sixth day. This will 
force all of the cars to d*’ great work for 
five days arid to prove that they came 
through In good shape on the final day 
The test niav not prove attractive to 
some, but that a great many will take 
purt seem* certain.

It Is extraordinary that wo little Is done 
In the w'ay of Improving the means of I 
starting a car, says the London Field. In 
the case of a horse carriage we should 
think it ridiculous If. before dho animal 
could be Induced Jo move, It Were neces¬ 
sary for the driver to get down and 1 
shake It* hoof. Anil yet a vigorous wind- | 
Ing Is usually necessary before a motor 
can be started, n proceeding which Is not 
only laborious, but most undignified. 

A year or two ago looked as If some 
general attempt would be made to get 
over this objectionable practice. The 
French makers took the lead In the mat¬ 
ter, but their efforts do not appear to 
have become popular and the attempt ap¬ 
pears to have fizzled out It Is doubtless 
owing to the frequency with which a four 
or six-cylinder engine may be restarted 
with accumulator and trembler coll that 
that system of Ignition is still so largely 
employed on modern cars. Hitherto mag¬ 
neto Ignition, though advantageous In 
many respect* has had the disadvantage 
that it did not nllow of the engine being 
restarted by merely swltohlng-on. 

An electrical Arm which ha* a high 
reputation for skillfully designed Ignition 
apparatus has Introduced a considerable 
advarice In It* latest magneto. This al¬ 
lows of the armature being rotated from 
th" driver’s seat. A current is thus gen¬ 
erated and sparks produced which will 
Ignite the gas In the cylinder containing 
the compressed charge. This puts the 
magneto In a position where ft Is Inde¬ 
pendent of the accumulator, even for 
etnrtlng purpo e*. To he able to dis¬ 
pense with the accumulator, with Its 
splashing of acid and necessity of re¬ 
charging. Is r.o smalt gain In Itself, 
though the trouble can be mitigated to 
some extent by employing n dry primary 
battery instead of a wet secondary bat¬ 
tery.

N interesting comparison In the 

A methods of training a horse is of¬ 
fered in two articles appearing in 

I Scribner's Msgaxine and Thu 

Century'- The first, by L. A. Huffman, 
treat* of the Western method of “break¬ 
ing” horses. Th« other, by Mary K. 
M.iwle, suggest* "educatlon'V for the 
horae. In the first method force la pre¬ 
ferred to gentleness; in the second la of¬ 
fered the reconstructed Golden Rule, "a* 
ye would the horse would do to you, do 
ye even so to him." 

In the vivid picture sketched by Mr 
Huffman the untamed horse walks 
tremblingly into tho corral In tho center 
I* a bronco “buster," who slowly ap¬ 
proaches him, uncoiling a rawhide. Then 
the noose begins to circle around his 
head. The horse, frightened, stnrta to 
race around the inclosuPe. He dodges and 
Jumps until suddenly the loop shoots out. 
a quick jerk follows, and he U caught 
up sharply with a light, cutting tiling 
choking off his wind. Leaping, bucking, 

I piung.ng and striking savagely at the llnr> 
that grips him around the throat, the 
horse is held hard by the “buator" and 
hJs two helpers, until, the first desperate 
lunges post, tho rope la wound around 
the snubbing post in the middle of (he 
corral. Then the rope Is held taut, until, 
tn a final wild struggle for breath, the 
horse throws himself. Then, quick a* a 
flash, tho man has his knee on the 
horse's neck, grip* him by the under 
jaw*, and as the nooso around hi* neck la 
slackened It is dexterously twisted and 
made fast curbwlso to his lower Jaw. 

Entirely different from this is the meth¬ 
od of maklpg the acquaintance of a horse 
advised by MUo Mnule. “Uncle Dan” 
Boylngtou Is a trainer well known to h**r. 
ana she quotes him throughout. Experi¬ 
ence has taught him that gentleness is 
by far the beat way to break a horwe. 

“The first irapretvdon that a wr.ld horse 
or young colt should get from a nn»u. 
says "Uncle Dan," "is that of confidence 
and friendliness. When ihr animal is flrat 
turned into the corral always let him 
stand there for a whilo and get accus¬ 
tomed to hla aurroundJngs. Then, whvn 
he begins to calm down, gp Into the cor¬ 
ral. When he turns a frightened glance 
toward me I move away as though I 
were afraid of him. which cheers him 
and gives him confidence. Ther. when he 

S ets over tho first terror of excitement I 
egln to talk to him In u low 1 , soothing 
tone, and as I talk I gradually r*uch out 
with a long Jointed fishing rod, with 
which I touch him very gently now and 
then Tills 1 use because of Its length 
and flexibility, and by dexterously j>at- 
tlng him with It- he soon ceases to renr 
and plunge and gradually cornea to Mke 
It. FliutHv taking away one Joint after 
the other 1 am at last permit ted to come 
clone and stroke him with my hand. At 
first he rears and snorts; then, seeing that 
I don t follow un my stroking, his natural 
curiosity leads lflm to come close again, 
and I begin patting him very gently. I 
stroke him about hJs head. ears, neck and 
back until at last he becomes accus¬ 
tomed to feeling my touch, and the wild¬ 
est horse* have eventually submitted to 
this gentle patting after the preliminary 
acquaintance is over with." 

• • • 

A Rougher Way. 

With the horse In Mr. Huffman’s story 
such methods take too much time, and 
when the first rough stago of handling 
has passed and the animal Is thrown and 
Is struggling for a breath of tho dust- 
laden air about him, tho man ties hi* 
front feet, und a* he struggles to his 
feet he meets only with a succession of 
fails, which bruise and puzslo him. Ills 
near hind fo«* Ls also caught ln a noo«- 
and made fast to the front one, and thus 
cross -hobbled he ls made ready to re¬ 
ceive the saddle. 

Rather a different method from this is 
"t ncle Dan’s" manner of preparing hi* 
horse for harness. Without whip, bit or 
halter he bring* his horse to a docility 
not seen In tho "buster's" horse after he 
Is broken. Rewarding the animal for hi* 
early confidence, he gives him a lump of 
sugar or a handful of oats, and then, 
putting his arm around the neck of the 
horse, he leads him around the corral, 
occasionally shouting. "Whoa!” In a loud, 
firm voice, that teAche* the animal to 
obey the voice of command. “The well- 
trained horae should learn to obey the 
voice more than the bit.” says "Uncle 
E>an." and after the animal ha* been 
taught obedience In this regard Hu- halter 
and blanket follow. These are rubbed 
against his nose and body, the animal be¬ 
come* accustomed to their touch, and 
after he ceases ^bo suspicious of them 


each Is placed on him, and then carefully, 
very car.-fully, comes th. bit With a 
llulo 'sugar smeared on it this dose ls 
tried, arid after hi- has licked the steel 
finally submits to Its being placed ln his 
mouth. 

The “broken” animal uct* a bit differ¬ 
ent from this when saddle and bridle are 
put on. It i* while h*> is hobbled that the 
saddle, after many attempts, lb put into 
position. This Is tightly, almost cuttingly, 
cinched Into place, the hobble* are oulekly 
removed, and then, while the attention of 
the horae is distracted by a *hurp pain In 
the ear. caused by a sharp twist from the 
cowboy's hand, tho latter swings Into tho 
saddle. 

"Here," says the writer, "the critical 
moment has i-omc. For five breathless 
seoond* after the t-ar Is released the 
horse stands froxen. will-eyed, nostrils 
distended, muscles strain* .| until sud¬ 
denly undet the renr of that saddle skirt 
there 1* room for your hat 'twixt It and 
Id* back. Soon he discovers that ids 
b-g* are once again unshackled. Up he 
r >cs in a long curving l**an like a buck. 
Down got-* Ids head and ho bleats that 
Indescribable haw! that only thoroughly 
mnddened. terrified bronco* ran fetch: 
something uncanny, something between 
n scream and u groan that rasp* the 
nerves and starts the chill, hunted feel¬ 
ing working up your spine. Again and 
again he goes high, with hind fo-t 
drawn under a* if reaching for the stir¬ 
rups. Forelegs thrust forward. *tlff as 
crowbars. driving footprints In the 
packed earth like mauls as he lands: 
yet light and tight, seaming never to 
catch the brunt of thp jolt, sits his rider."

The Rev. Albert William Parkes— for 
he Is still a clerk 4n Holv Orders, though 
he does not now so sty*© himself—has U-4 
a Hfe as strenuous as It has been varied 
and he has made himself famous in more 
spheres than one. As a young collegian 
be was one of the foremost Rugbv foot- 
UUlists in tfl« Green Isle; In hla first 
curacy He so won the esteem and affec¬ 
tion of his collier puriahloncrs ln a llttie 
Derbyshire mining village tliat It k re¬ 
ported they hod thoughts of sending him 
to ParLuunexvt- 

Havtnsr graduated at Trinity Col- 
lego. Dublin, in 1687. Mr. Parke went for 
a couple of years to Durham University, 
liorc. in addition to a second degree, he 
goaned h»s colors with the ’Varsity Rug¬ 
by team, and was ILsu well known us a 
plnycr ln tho l**ri*un City team. In 1*S3 
he (rusted the Ir»ah Channel to help hU 
old club. Bee live ILumens, ln the flnaJ for 
the Leinster Challenge Cuo. at that time 
che chief trorihy. iwkI had the honor of 
scoring tho try which gave the Rangers 
tho victory over the Wanderers 
In tho same year Mr. Parkes enL 
church, bring ordained to the cai 
Bolsover Of the warm-hoarted Die - 
ships that sprang up between tho Derby, 
ahiro minora and hlrasolf he spooks to 
this day with affeotioraUa regard. Not 
only was ho their example in the sphere 
of religion, but he endeared himself to 
these sport-loving hill men as the leader 
of their games, being captain of bo;h the 

local football and cricket clufcw._ 

After some three years amidst the pit 
shafts of the Peak district. Mr. Parkes 
became vicar of Abb-Kettleby and liol- 
wril. a Lricesrterahiro parish set smU^- 
pastoral and agricultural scenes. "It was 
another ‘sweet auburn, " he says of It af¬ 
fectionately, “and it would need the pen 
of another Oliver Goldsmith to do Jus¬ 
tice to lls onaruis.’* Here, In addition to 


being the spiritual overseer of ills parish¬ 
ioners. Mr. Parka* found himself their 
temporal lord, for most of them were hla 
tenants. And inis "Irish landlord” lived 
on the happiest terms with his ja-ople, 
be it remarked. 

As a curate Mr. P.irkes had kept his 
own riding homes, and now in the heart 
of ihe hunting country his sporting pro¬ 
clivities had full scope. Holwell Mouth 
and Welby Osier Bed, two of tb' best- 
known covers of the Quorn and Belvolr 
packs, were either on his land or adjacent 
thereto, and never a season passed with, 
out the Quorn meeting in the village. 

And while Parson Parkes was Incum¬ 
bent of the parish they met, on occa¬ 
sions. on the vicarage lawn. He rddo 
regularly to hounds wiMi the Belvolr nnd 
the Quorn pocks, more frequently, per¬ 
haps. u*Uh the latter, and occMdonolly 
he turned out with the Cotamores. 

On Thursdays, which were “off’’ days 
for the foxes in this district, the vicarage 
law*ii often resounded to the music of Mr. 
Otho Paget’* beagles, and wo* the 
rendezvous for half the notable famines 
who Inhabit the M lton district. 

For three or four year* life ran smooth¬ 
ly and gaily In this cheerful, rural vicar¬ 
age. when* he was beloved by his parish¬ 
ioners. but financial clouds were gather¬ 
ing "The dwindling Income from land 
which I owin^l In Ireland became a se¬ 
rious matter.” Mr Parkes explained to 
1 the Sunday Chronicle representative. “I 
I was bring the greater portion «*f my 
j private Income, and my clerical stipend 
was not sufficient to allow me to live 
as 1 would like to and as I Mad been ac¬ 
customed to. In these circumstances I 
wrote to my bishop—the Bishop of Peter¬ 
borough—asking to be allowed to resign. 
His lordship pressed me not to relinquish 
the living, hut I could not see my wav 
to fall In with his wishes, and with hU 
Himctlon I jmve It up.” 

looking around for a new career, Mr. 
Parkes was Influenced by his love for 
horse* to take up tho profession of train 
or Tho flist stable of which h«* had 
rharp*' wh that of the late Mr E. O 
Bleackloy. which was at C*.ok*bridge. At 
that period Mr. Bleackloy hud l>cen "on 
tho turf" for thirty-eight yonra, with only 
very little success, but under Mr. Purke.v* 
direction his color* were car;led to victory 
time after time. 

The* end of Mr. Parkes’ first year ns a* 
trainer found him with twenty-seven 
race* to hi* credit, a record which had 
been compiled with n stable of only 
eleven rttevrs. In tho sure« ding year tho 
horses trained by him won thirty-nine 
rnoop, and the following year this total 
was surpassed by four. I. O. T\ wft* ono 
of th* 1 t* st of the bunch of Mr P.ieurk- 
ley’s horse* whtch ever Appeared on the 
cards with ’Trainer. A \V. Parkes." 
after their names. Tha Jockey who guid¬ 
'd this horse to vlctom* on moet occasion* 
whj E. H. Lord, ur.d T. Kamos rode nine¬ 
teen winners from that stable In three 
months Mr. lx»rd was ln the saddle on 
the occasion when I O. U won at Man¬ 
chester for the flrat time A w«g. wrtlng

W ITH the closing of the Belmont 
Park fnll meeting, the real 
racing season of the Metro¬ 
politan section ended.

The ending season left the champion¬ 
ship of the two-year-olds settled decis¬ 
ively by tho uninterrupted run of victories 
for Colin; left Peter Pan, from the same 
stable, about the most conspicuous can¬ 
didate for tho three-year-old champion¬ 
ship. though ho was retired <tarly In the 
season, and left Nealon. the Missouri- 
bred horse, about tt^e best claim for tt)c 
honors in the older division. While the

J AMES R KENE, mlUIonalre turf- 
mo n and Wall-street financier, lais 
had ample cause to remember tho 
year While stock values were 

tumbling dn wn his race horses were build¬ 
ing up hi* looses In tho street by wlnndng 
a fortune on the race courses of this 
State, says a apodal from Now York. 

Since April 15 until October 8. his Hot¬ 
footed thoroughbreds earned $377,9^7. Tliis 
Is tho largest sum over won by a stible 
of nice horseB during a racing fluoson. 
It eclipses the record made by the Duke 
of B**rrland’s horses In 1*89, when they 
won $391754. 

Keene's tnrf fortune was won by twen¬ 
ty-eight horses, fleet «f foot and stout of 
heart. Thirty-one of hla thoroughbreds 
started 2n2 times during this period of 
racing, nnd they finished In front alxty- 
three times; were flilrty-eight times se- 
o»d, nnd nineteen times third. Four 
hors*v!—Twigs. Chaplet. Selectu* and Es- 
cqtarina—filled .to earn a dollar. 

The Duke of Portland accomplished Ills 
big earnings with a much smaller stable, 
as only nine horses represented him In 
1SW. Among the lot were two four-year- 
olds, three three-year-olds and four two- 
year-olds. Each one more than emined 
hi* keep. The* $877.9x7 won by the Keene 
horses, while it represents nil the find, 
second arwl third moneys earned by the 
stable during the year, does not Include* 
nmrly $3.oa> which was paid to Mr. Keene 
as a breeding subsidy, because h*- had 
nominated the winners of several produce 
stakes. 

The sum menlioncnl as the . Duke of 
BortUirwl'a winnings Include first, second 
arijd third money. Tnc English Guide only 
mentions tho first money won that ycir, 
which amounted to $358,000. As there w*-r- 
several races In which second money 
amounted to a large sum. It brought 
his total up to the figures previous!y 
ruuiKxl. The winnings are compiled at 
tho rate of S4.S5 to the pound sterling.

Donovan a Big Winner. 

The Duke of Portland's Donovan, the 
English horse and chief winner for his 
stable, won $133,855. which was $<58,000 
more than Colin has won for Mr. Keene.

$125,307, Ayrshire wns second on the list 
for tho Duke of Portland, with $100,435.

much larger than that of Collti, his rec¬ 
ord that year was tarnished by a defeat. 

: while Colin has a string of eleven con-

started eight times us a three-year-old. 
and finished first seven times and sec- 
I ond once. He won the Derby and St. 
I larger of that year, and was considered 
one of the greatest horses ever foaled hi 
I England .Colin's victories included the 
Futurity, tp* Produce Stakes, the Matron 
Stakes and! the Saratoga Special He was 
not nominated for several of th** rich two- 
year-old events, and but for this over¬ 
sight he would probably have won nearly 
as much as Donovnn Col n has one 
more* stake—the Champagn<v-to try f« r. 
If he wins this—nnd It l* extremely prob¬ 
able that he will—It will bring his win¬ 
nings up to $132,000. 

There were forty-four horses In Keene's 
string when he began the season, but a 
few* were found w'orthless and never 
started, and several were prevented from 
doing so because of Illness. When the 
season began these horses were. Individ¬ 
ually and collectively, the finest types of 
thoroughbreds In training on the local 
tracks, nnd predictions were freely made 
that they would win $250,000. but no turf¬ 
man was so sanguine os to predict that 
they would win a world's record sum. 

• • • 

Keene May Win $400,000. 

As the racing ecaaon has some time 
to run before It ends at Aqueduct 
on November 15, and as the Keene horses 
are still In prime rondlt.on. It is probable 
that the total winnings will reach $401,000. 
Janies Rowe, who trains the honsa. .is 
eag»»r to accomplish this great achieve¬ 
ment. He la Inspired to do this for tw ? o 
reuoons—to place a record that will be 
out of reach of other stables for many 
years to come, and to secure the 10 per 
cent, which is hi* due from the winnings. 

If Rowe should accomplish his purple, 
he wtU earn $50,000 for his year n work. 
This would bo a record sum In itself, for 
no other trainer has ever received such 
an amount for a year’s work. He re¬ 
ceives a salary of $10,04)0 a year, nnd his 
contract calls for 10 per cent, of the win¬ 
nings. Up to date he has earned $47,738.70. 

The success that the Keene horses have 
attained has added ten years to their own¬ 
er’s life. In*their owner's estimation and 
alToct.on the thoroughbreds come second 
to hlf* family. He Is now over seventy 
years old. but whenever his horses win 
hla step Is as light and Jaunty as that 
of any youth who grasps his hand to 
congratulate him on his favorite s vic¬ 
tory.

Latest “Sharp Stick.” 


METHODS CONTRAST WITH 
THOSE OF GOV. HUGHES. 


OF IMPRESSIVE FIGURE, WITH 
PLENTEOUS FUND OF WIT. 


IS A WORKER FROM WAY BACK. 


The path of the Investigator foay be 
hard, but diligently pursued It leads to 
glory In American politics. Gov. Hughe# 
trod It and It led him to the Executive 
mansion In Albany. William Mills 
Ivins Is treading It now. and while the 
future Is a dosed book, many shrewd 
observers think the same path may lead 
him. too. to Albany? pays a writer In 
the New York Herald. But aside from 
political possibilities, there Is no more 
Interesting figure in the public eye to¬ 
day than the man who dragged the “yel¬ 
low dog“ of t$e local traction companies 
from Its kennel and whose brilliant 
work and untiring energy promise to 
lay bare all the d.irk secrets of street 
railroad financiering. 

Only fifty-six y*ars old. Mr. Ivina has 
crowded Into ihe thirty yeats he has 1 
been before the public more than a half 1 
century of the'average man's endeavor. 
When his public work is compared with , 
his private fortune building, and his I 
achievements at bur. In forum and in 
science and literature are reviewed, 
wonder grow* that any man could have 
compressed Into so few years so much 
of effort and accomplishment. Surely 
In this age. which worships “men who 
do things." William M. Ivins has earned 
a place In the f«6nt rank. Few men 
have done as much, and none has sur¬ 
passed him in consistent and effective 
work for the public welfare. 

If Hughes Is first as an Investigator, 
then Ivina is so neany his equal that it , 
would be-almost unjust to call him sec- | 
ond. Rather they stand together as 
able, fearless exponents of civic virtue, 
each endowed with that great capacity 
and intellectual power demanded of one 
who undertakes to unravel the Intricate 
mysteries of high finance as exempli- 
fiod In modern corporation activity. 

It Is a treat to Mr. Ivins in action 
In an Investigation and to mark th«* 
skill with which he pokes his sharpened 
stick Into obscure comers of corpora¬ 
tion bookping. Just at present he is 
exercising his probe In nonexistent 
books—those old ledgers and cash b »oks 
of the Metropolitan com pap y which its 
officers destroyed. Though the main 
account books are gone. Mr. Ivins was 
able to get hold of check hooks, stubs 
and canceled checks, so that has 
practically reconstructed the volumes 
whtc!f*went back Into paper pulp when 
the Metropolitan officers found them in 
the way. Many a man would have 
shrunk from this labor, which involved 
untold toil, but Ivins saw that the Pub¬ 
lic Service Commission's investigation 
would be balked unless the skeleton of 
these books could be produced, and he 
accordingly set to work to articulate It 
from a heap of bones gathered from the 
dusty storerooms and waste baskets of 
the company. 

• • • 

Ivins vs. Hughes. 

In this Indefatigable Industry as well 
as In capacity for concentrated and 
specialized work l vino is very much 
like Hughes, who displayed these quali¬ 
ties signally in mastering the intricaci#* 
Of the gas business and life Insurance 
during his two notable Investigation*. 
But ther»* resemblance ends. Th? tw? 
men in other respects .*»e a* unlike 
any two men trained us lawyer? well 
can be. 

Hughes marched straight to his 
with the precision of Infantry in clof; 
order, literally annihilating obetaejes by 
the force of his onset Ivins, who 
a more delica*crouch, rath r sug.;est- J 
the swift movements of aim cjvk .• 
dodging or going around obstacles 
til he can remove them from ano :b "I 
point of attack 

Mmm'u U methodical In making his 


of campaign, laying the foundation of 
a day's investigation by previous work 
in the private office. Just as a k 
gets up the groundwork of his cose. 
Frequently tho toll of days Is neces¬ 
sary to produce nn hour of witness ex¬ 
amination. 

It would not be Just to Ivins to say 
that ho l» less thorough than Hughes, 
for results prove his method; but his 
style of conducting examinations of 
witnesses occasionally gives one that 
Impression. Hughes mercilessly pur¬ 
sued a line of Inquiry In all its rami¬ 
fications; Ivins cares little for outside 
details so long as he attains the main 
object In view. 

The brief examination of Anthony N 
Brady, who sold th* “pap^r” railroad 
to the Whltney-Ryan syndicate. Is a 
case in point. Ivins put Brady on the 
stand to prove one thing—th: t the 
Metropolitan Securities Compnny had 
paid him $IM»\000 for the road, which 
Brady valued at only $350,000. In loss 
than fifteen minutes Brady told that ho 
kept only $250,000 of the $966,000 and 
that he had distributed the balance in 
accordance with Whitney's instructions 
among Moore & Schley. W. C. Whitney. 
Thomas F. Ryan. P. A. B. Widener. W. 
F. Elkins and Thomas F. Dolan Thu 
was enough for Ivins, who excused the 
witness after he had been on the atnnd 
twenty minutes. He made no effort to 
find out what had become of the money. 
• • • 

His Aim Achieved. 

Explaining this, Mr. Ivins said: 

“All I wanted to prove wi i& that the 
money had been wrongfully diverted 
from the company’s treasury, end 
Brady’s testimony proved that. Why 
should 1 ask whul Widener, Dolan and 
others did with the money? They are 
not being investigated. Unless I eojild 
show that It came back to some of the 
officers of the com pan v o r was dis¬ 
bursed for them for political purposes 
I shall not follow it any further." 

One is tempted to wonder whether. 
If Hughes w’ere the investigator, be 
would not have traced that money tur. 
ther. In the Insurance Investigation, 
after insurance men had testified that 
they had paid Insurance company fund < 
to Senator Thomas C. Platt, Hughe* 
culled Platt to the stand to tell what 
he did with it. 

On th“ Inquisition floor Mr. Tvln.i 
takes things more easilv than did tie' 
Governor. The latter always stood on 
his fleet while examining n witness* 
Few will forget the time when he con¬ 
fronted George W. Perkins, a witness 
who tntfet.ed on standing while testify¬ 
ing. The pteture was dramatic In the 
extreme. 

At vital points Mr. Ivins will stind. 
hut at most times he sits in o chair at 
the counsel table and hurls his inter¬ 
rogative missiles upward at the wit¬ 
ness. Hughes always shot downward. 
Perkins probably felt the disadvantage 
of being shot down at and tried to get 
on more even terms with hia Inquisitor 
by standing. Mr. Ivins, however, pre¬ 
fers shooting from his chair. During 
his three days’ grilling of Lemuel E 
Quigg he was seated the greater part 
o? the time. Only In presenting docu¬ 
ments to the witness for identification 
or to drive home some Important ques¬ 
tion did he arise. 

But standing or sitting he displayed 
the sense of humor which makes him 
one of the most fascinating figures In 
public fife. Wit and repartee are two 
of Ivins* strong points. Mr Hughes,

New York. Nov. 2.—Seward Heidel¬ 
bach. president of the Fabian Manu¬ 
facturing Company of Cinc:nnatJ, 
manufacturers of women’s suits, 
who mysteriously disappeared from 
this city on August 28, and for Infor¬ 
mation concerning whose whereabouts 
a reward of $1,000 had been offered, ar¬ 
rived to-day in the steamer Lucanla. 
Hi** wife and one or two friends were 
at the pier When Mr. Heidelbach came 
ashore and he was hurried into a car¬ 
riage and driven away. 

Since the disappearance of Mr. 
Heidelbach his relatives and friends 
have been endeavoring to loente him. 
but without success until a few days 
ago. when a brief cablegram was re¬ 
vived by Mrs. Heidelbach advising her 
that her husband had embarked on the 
Lucanta and would uiTlve lh New York 
to-day. 

But u few days prior to 4 yH* disap¬ 
pearance in August Mr Heldelbuoh 
had returned with his wife from an 
extended stay in Europe, having recov¬ 
ered from illness which threatened for 
a time to result fatally. He was seen 
by his relatives and friends In New 
York, when he left the office of n rel¬ 
ative and started for an express office 
oil Broadway. 

Members of the family said to-day 
that after leaving New York Mr. Hei¬ 
delbach went to Philadelphia, where he 
stayed for a time, going from there to 
Boston without passing through New 
York. From Boston he went to Europe, 
where he became 111 again and was 
obliged to spend several weeks In a hos¬ 
pital in Liverpool. As soon as he was 
able to leave the hospital he engaged 
passage on the Lucanla. 

No explanation was offered for the 
merchant’s disappearance, save that he 
felt that during his Illness he had been 
kept under too olosfc surveillance by 
his physicians and nurses. 

On account of Mr. Heldelbaeh's dis¬ 
appearance the Fabian Manufacturing 
Company went Into the hands of a re¬ 
ceiver on September 4. It was said at 
that time that the action was taken
